Little progress ha a been made toward 
the settlement of the Peary-Cook con¬ 
troversy over the discovery of the North 
Pole.

Dr. Cook's adherents are still 
firm in the belief that ho was first to 
reach the pole and are producing many 
things to the discredit of Commander 
Peary. Peary’* friends say that the 
Commander has proofs that Dr. Cook 
Is an impostor. Wireless dispatches 
last night told of Dr. Cook’s* homeward 
Journey on the steamship Oscar II., 
which is gaily decorated in his honor 
In New York, the Arctic Club of 
America Is completing arrangements for 
a banquet to be given to Dr. Cook on 
the evening of September 23. Com¬ 
mander Peary was still at Battle Har¬ 
bor last night repairing the Roosevelt, 
which will probably be delayed for five 
or six days before reaching Sydney, 
Cape Breton. 

Three Mobile hotels loaded their 
stocks of liquor and champagne on an 
ocean-going tug and shipped them to 
Pensacola In order to prevent th^m 
from being seised ur *er the Fuller 
law.

That Commander Pe^ry is prepared 
to.substantiate by evidence his state¬ 
ment that Dr. Frederick Cook did not 
reach the pole is stated by nearly every 
oite ff the large colony of Arctic ex¬ 
plorers. scientists and others, who have 
gathered here to greet the explorer 
from the North. 

"Commander Peary will have with 
him incontestable proof to support 
every statement he has made in con¬ 
nection with Dr. Cook’s trip In the 
Arctic," said Mr. Bridgman to-day.

CURTISS ADDS FURTHER 
HONORS AS AVIATOR 


CAPTURES THE GRAND PRIZE 
AT BRESCIA, ITALY. 


IS ALSO FIRST IN SEVERAL 
OTHER CONTESTS. 


HE MINGLES WITH ROYALTY. 


Brescia. Sept. 12.—Glenn H. Curtiss, 
tho American aviator, who won the In¬ 
ternational cup at Rheirns. added fur¬ 
ther honors lo hls brilliant record by 
capturing the grand prize in the avia¬ 
tion meet here to-day. Curtiss made 
hls flight for the grand prize yester¬ 
day. covering fifty kilometers (31.06 
miles), or five times around tne course. 
In 49 minutes. 24 seconds. Hls share 
of the $10,000 prize is $6,000. 

Rougler, the French . aviator, also 
competed for the grand; prize, making 
a flight of fifty kilometers In 1 hour, 10 
minutes. 18 seconds. To him was 
awarded the second jlrlze. 

Curtis* also won the prize for quick 
starting, his time being S 1-5 seconds. 
Leblanc was second in this contest in 
9 3-5 seconds. 

The lust day of the International con¬ 
test brought out an Immense crowd of 
spectator^. The weather conditions 
were exceedingly favorable. Princess 
Letitla, the step-mother of the Duke of 
Abruzzl, was present, and. surrounded 
by 'her court, received all the foreign 
aviators with special cordiality. 8he 
warmly congratulated Air. Curtiss. She 
said she had followed with the keenest 
Interest the efforts being made to solve 
the problem of aerial navigation and 
that she was looking forward to the 
day when it would be possible to make 
a long journey In the air. Then, turn¬ 
ing to the American aviator, she said 
in English: "Would you take me with 
you?" 

Mr. Curtiss replied; "I should de¬ 
light. If my machine were fitted for 
carrying passengers.” He then ex¬ 
plained that tho small seat which had 
been made for tho purpose of carrying 
a passenger had been left behind at 
Rhelms. Another had been constructed, 
but it would be hardly suitable for tho 
Princess. to accommodate Signor 
D'Annunzio for a short flight. 

After several test flights had been 
made by tho different aviators, Rou- 
gier’s aeroplane was brought out for 
hls attempt In the grand prize. He 
made the first lap In 13 minutes. 50 sec¬ 
onds. and tne seebnd in 19 minutes, 42 
seconds, which included a stop to re¬ 
plenish the tank The third lap he cov¬ 
ered Jn 12 minutes, 12 seconds, the 
fourth in 12:25 nnd the fifth In 12:*>9. 
Instead of landing at the end of the 
fifty kilometers, Rougler made another 
lap In 12:30. 

Blerlot made several brilliant flights, 
but did not compete for the grand prize, 
after which Curtiss entered for the alti¬ 
tude prize. He ascended to a height of 
fifty-one meters (about 165 feet), there¬ 
by gaining second.prize, while the first 
prize was awarded to Rnugior, who 
danced around with delight, saying: 
"Curtiss Is n true gentleman He might 
have gone higher than I. but he prom¬ 
ised to leave me the first prize, and he 
bus kept hls word. This is real Ameri¬ 
can chivalry.” Rougier's record, made 
several days agn, wns 100 meters. 

Lieut. Caldornra was the winner of 
the "passenger-carrying” event. for 
which a prize of $600 was offered. He 
made four rounds of the course with 
Lieut. Savola. He also enptured tho 
national speed prize, tho distance being 
one lap. Curtiss added to hls winnltig* 
by taking one of the daily speed eon- 
testa as well as one of.tho daily height 
events. t 

Great Interest was shown wheu 
Gabriele D’Annunzio, the dramatist, 
took hls seat beside Curtiss. The aero¬ 
plane rose easily and they made sev¬ 
eral rounds of the course nmid much 
applause Curtiss, however, did nor eott- 
test In the passenger-carrying <*-ent. 

Aviator Falls Seventy-five Feet. 

TournaJ. France, Sept. 12.—The avia¬ 
tion contests were marred to-day by an 
accident, Vnndam being capsized In the 
strong wind. Ho fell a distance of sev- 
enty-flve feet and suffered a fractured 
ankle and severe bruises.

Man At Each Horse’s Head. 


The roadway along ^hlch they car¬ 
ried him dipped easily Into the valley 
and the oaks and chestnuts of ^he 
Ramapo hills formed green archways 
overhead. The road is a full three 
mile* long, a descent of uniform grad¬ 
ient blasted out of the rocks of the 
mountain. It twists and turns upon 
Itself with a sharp dropping away on 
one side and wall* of broken rocks on 
the other. In order that there be no 
accident. # Mrs. Harriman'* overseers 
posted a man at each horse’s head and 
the ten vehicles came down the moun¬ 
tainside without accident.

St. John’s a Mite of a Church. 


St. John’s Episcopal church Is a 
mite of a pinnacled structure lying at 
the point of two mountain roads, one 
of which leads directly Into Arden Sta¬ 
tion, half a mile away. It overlooks 
a slender green ravine through which 
flow* the outlet of Echo Lake, tho last 
of & chain .of ponds on the Harriman 
estate. Tho church is built of stone 
quarried In the neighborhood and to¬ 
day the woodbine on its sides wo* 
tinged with red. Flanking tho roads 
are walls of rough hewn rock, on the 
most part put together without mortar 
and clinging to the crevices to-day 
were festoons of woodbine rlchcned like 
the vine* on the chapel. The proces¬ 
sion. passed in at the gate and wound 
to the rear of the church.

Friends Arrive On Special. 


To Arden station on the dot of 3:15 
o'clock a‘special train which left Jer¬ 
sey City an hour nnd a quarter earlier, 
had brought a score or two of Mr. Har¬ 
rlman's closest friends. They were 
taken In carriages up the steep Incline 
to the church. In the square by the 
Arden Morey they passed the house 
where Mr. Harriman lived when he 
first came Into the Ramapo Valley as a 
15-year-old boy.

Flag Hangs Limp. 

The flag in the middle of the com¬ 
mon. which has been at half-mast ever 
since last Thursday, when Mr. Hard¬ 
man died, hung limp against the staff. 

Mr. Hardman's friends reached St. 
John's a few minutes before 3:30 
o'clock. Most of them went Inside, but 
a few stayed, bareheaded, on the porch 
to nvralt the coming of the procession 
from the top of the hlU. It was a full 
half hour before Hhe bell on the top 
of the church signaled with its solemn 
tolling the approach of the carriages.

Pallbearers Shoulder Casket. 

The eight pallbearer* were eight 
overseers of the Harriman estate In 
Arden, chosen because they knew Mr. 
Harriman In hls simplest relationships. 
They climbed down from their car¬ 
riages. somber figures In black, and 
shouldered the casket. Lilies of the 
valley lay so closely upon its top and 
sides they showed no more than the 
outline of what they covered and sur¬ 
mounting it was a bunch of crimson 
roses.

Choir Leads the Way.

WHERE IS HARRY WHITNEY? 


Copenhagen, Sept. 12.—A remarkable 
letter, giving Dr. Frederick A. Cook's 
version of the trouble with Commander 
Peary over Supplies, appears in the 
newspaper Politiken. The letter wan 
written by Dr. Norman Hansen, a 
prominent Danish physician, who sev¬ 
eral times visited Greenland to study- 
eye diseases, which he has made a 
specialty of. 

Dr. Cook told practically the came 
gtory jo one of hls closest American 
friends Just a week ago, before Com¬ 
mander Peary reappeared on the scene, 
but said ho did not intbnd to make it 
public because It might lead to un¬ 
pleasantness. 

• • • 

The House In Annatook. 


Dr. Hansen was with Cook for some 
time In Greenland and returned with 
him on the Danish Government steam¬ 
er Hans Kgedo. In his letter he says: 

"Now that Dr. Cook has gone I am 
no longer under any obligation to keep 
silence, and will exercise my right to 
publish the story about the house in 
Annatook, a story which Dr. Cook him¬ 
self had too much delicacy to relate 
to the world. I write It according'to 
my memory. In the same manner that 
Dr. Cook in Egedesminde told It to me, 
and I am fully convinced that in no 

details are my recollections wrong. 

• • • 

Built of Cook's Stores. 


"Dr. Cook had built hls house for 
stqres In Annatook. north of Etah. and 
it was this depot which he started to 
reach in February, 1909, crossing Sm^th 
Sound It was a pretty large house, 
tho walls being built of hcavjly filled 
provision boxes, so that Dr. Cooji knew 
that when this Important point wa* 
reached everything was safe. He had 
before (he start, arranged with a young 
friend named Whitney that ho have 
the right to -dje the house while huiu- 
Kig musk oxen for sport in thn winter 
of 1908-09. 

• • • 

Sample of Peary’s Autocracy. 

"When Dr. Cook and hls two Eski¬ 
mos. exhausted and half-starved, came 
within a shot's distance of the house 
In Annatook, young Whitney came out 
to bid him welcome, but inside the 
house was a stranger, a giant New 
Foundlapd brmtswaln, on watch. This 
man had been placed in Dr. Cook's 
house by Peary when the latter passed 
Etah with his ship bound North. 
Peary had given the boatswain a writ¬ 
ten order, which commenced with the 
following words: 'This house belong* 
to Dr. Frederick A\Cook. but Dr. Cook 
Is long ago dead and there Is no us« 
to search after him. Therefore. I. 
Commander Robert E. Peary, install my 
boatswain In this deserted house.' 

Barred From Own Property. 


"This paper the boatswain, who 
could neither read nor write, exhibited 
to Dr. Cook and the latter took a copy 
of this wonderful document. This copy, 
however, he does ^iot Intend to pub¬ 
lish If Peary’s course does not force 
him to do so. Dr. Cook gave me a 
lively account* of hhw the young mil¬ 
lionaire, Mr. Whitney, during the whole 
Winter tCas treated liko a dog by the 
giant boatswain and how he had calm¬ 
ly witnessed the sailor bartering Dr 
Cook’s provisions for fox and bear 
skins for himself. Dr. Cook also had 
to put u g«M*| face on the unpleasant 
situation. He had to l»eg to get Into 
his own house nnd had to make a com¬ 
promise with the boatswain with strong 
fists.

May we venture to think thui a long 
suffering patience Is extended In the 
hope that the men and women of 
America may some day wake to a reali¬ 
zation of the awful cruelties perpe¬ 
trated by this spirit of oppression and 
tHftt they will some time loam the les¬ 
son that the "sacred gift of human 
freedom and liberty” wa* giver, by 
God and must be defended even to 
death Itself. 

Our forefathers were used by the 
Infinite God to establish our freedom 
In 1778, and our fathers gave freely 
of their blood and treasure to establish 
the freedom of the black.

He wus the father 
of two children, and wu* thought to 
be dying Perhaps he did 1 don’t 
know*, but I sometimes wonder what 
the children said, to Mother when 
“Pupy” didn’t come home, and how 
they and tho little woman gut any food, 
and how they could place their wrong?

Trust may be cared for and fed. 

It would takb a big home. It has 
been said there were Jl Americans, 
many of them fathers, killed in cm* 
strike (the teamsters In Chicago), nnd 
over 6.000 maimed, many for life.

Many such a man has wiped the tears 
away and quieted the fears of a loving 
wife, left with a kiss on her Ups, set 

S is manly Jaw and walked Into a show*, 
r of stones and bullets to win food 
for the loved mother and babies. 

A good many have been brought 
home on stretchers with blood oozing 
from nose and ears, some cold, while 
some gradually recover, and cArry for 
life the grim marks of tho. “union 
label." 

They are your fellows, my friends, 
and yet you supinely read the accounts 
and say "too bad." 

Have you grown so calloused that 
you care nothing for the sufferings of 
these men who need food and these 
helpless ones who rely on the life and 
strength of husband and father? 

Let us kope that soon you may be 
moved byra Just God to rise In your 
might and by voice and pen. by vote 
and right arm you will do a man’s 
part In protecting yourselves and your 
brothers from this onslaught on Amer¬ 
ican citizens. This cruel warfare Is 
carried on not always to raise wages, 
but to establish union control, kick 
out the Independent men and establish 
the “label." 

Unfortunately the "Labor movement" 
which started many years ago honest¬ 
ly enough has fnllen under control of 
a lot of tyrannical, vicious "men of 
violent tendencies.*' 

Thore are too many to attempt to 
name. You can recall them. They In¬ 
clude men who have planned the mur¬ 
ders of miners, teamsters, pressmen 
and carpenters, shoemakers and Inde¬ 
pendent workmen of all kinds. Many 
of them have escaped hanging by an 
outraged public only because Juries be¬ 
came terror-stricken and dared not 
convict them. 

Home have l>e#n punished slightly, 
and some, including the principal offi¬ 
cers of this nefarious crew, arc now 
under sentence to Imprisonment, but 
have appealed their cases. 

Right here some apologist rises to 
nrotent against "*pe<tktng thus of la¬ 
boring men." Dies* your dear heart. 
It Isn’t the honest and real workman 
who does these things. It Is the excit¬ 
able ones and the toughs and thugs who 
don’t work except with their mouths, 
but have secured control of too many 
unions I don’t even attempt to specify 
the criminal nets these persons htrve 
Assisted or v\ t:t k* .1 at In thslr plan Jior 
>: free workingmen and fdre- 
ingsmen to stay In “tho union" and 
hence under their control. The news¬ 
papers for the past seven years con¬ 
tain almost dolly accounts of the ertm- 
Inal, lawless and tyrannical acts 
against American citizens and haven’t 
told half the tale. Right here \t be¬ 
comes necessary to say for the ten 
thousandth time that there are scores 
of honest, law-abiding union men who 
deplore and arc In no way responsi¬ 
ble for the long Infamous record of the 
"Labor Trust" under Its present man¬ 
agement. but they don’t seem to stop It. 

The'mon who manage, who pull the 
strings and guide the policy have mad* 
the record, and It stands, as made by 
them. 

Examine. If you please, the record 
of a spring of members of the American 
Federation of Labor and you will view 
a list of crimes against American?, 
stupendous beyond belief. They defy 
the laws, sneer at the courts. lnd!s 
mobs and are avowed enemies of the 
peaceable citizens of all classes. 

•This band wields an M-wi bar over 
their subjects and drives them to Idle 
ness whenever they want to call a 
strike or exact extra pocket money for 
themselves. 

Men don’t want to be thr*»wg out of 
work and lose their livelihood, but 
what can they do when the slugging 
and murdering committee stands al¬ 
ways ready to “do them" If they try 
to work. 

The poor tvomqn and helpless chil¬ 
dren suffer and no one dares present 
their case to the public They must 
suffer In silence, for they have no way 
to right their wrongs, while the notor¬ 
iety-seeking leaders carry out, their 
%vftrk. 

These men cannot thus force oppres¬ 
sion on the weak nnd Innocent or use 
them to bring new«q»apcr notice to 
themselves and money to their pockets 
uni*?* they can "hold them in line." 

Therefore, jiitb the craft of the fox 
end venom of the serpent they devise 
the "union lalwd" and tell the public 
to buy only articles carrying that label, 
Smooth scheme. Isn’t It? 

They extract a fee from every union 
man. and In order to get these month¬ 


ly fees they must hold the workers ln 
"the union * and force rnftndfacturefs 


to kick out all Independent men. 

Can anyone devise a more complete 
and tyrannical trust? 

If allowed full sway, no Independent 
man could keep working In a free fac¬ 
tory, for the goods wouldn’t sell no 
matter how perfectly they be made 
Then, when the factory has been forced 
to close and the enudoyee* get hun¬ 
gry enough from lack of wages the 
workers must supplicate the union 
leaders to be "allowed" to pay their 
fines (for not becoming members be¬ 
fore) and pay their monthly fees to 
the purne-fat manager* of the Labor 
Trust. Thereupon (under orders) before 
the factory be allowed to start they 
must force the owners of the business 
to put on tho "ufllon label" or strike, 
picket the works, and turn themselves 
Into sluggers and criminals toward the 
Independent workers who might still 
refuse* to bend the knee and bow the 
head.

Perhaps you have noticed lately that 
the makers of the finest hats, shoes 
and othep articles have stopped putting 
on the bunion label. Naturally |he 
Labor 'frust managers have ordered 
their dupes to strike, lie Idle, scrap, 
light, slug and destroy property to 
force the makers to again put on "the 
label." • But for some reason the buy¬ 
ing public ha* been aroused to the In¬ 
sults and oppresslrn behind it and In 
thousands of cases have refused to buy 
any article carrying, what some one 
named the "tag of servitude and op¬ 
pression." 

The bound and gagged union slave Is 
fined from $5 to $25 If he buys any 
article not bearing the "union label." 
Nevertheless, he, time and again, risks 
the penalty and buys "free" goods 
simply In order to help the fellow work- 
Ingmnn who Is brave enough to work 
where be pleases without asking per¬ 
mission on bended knees from tho bull¬ 
dozing leaders w'hd' seek by every 
kriow*n method of oppression and hate 
to govern him. 

If these poor wageworkers will U\us 
brave fine and ^tugging to help out 
other men who seek to live a free life 
under our laws and Constitution, can¬ 
not you, reader, help a little? 

Will you reach out a hand to help an 
Independent workman earn food for hls 
wife and babies? Or will you from 
apathy and carelessness allow him to be 
thrown out of work and the helpless 
suffer until they prostrate theuiselve* 
before this stupendous and tyrannical 
aggregation of leeches upon honest 
American labor? 

The succe -sor of Henry Ward Beech¬ 
er In Plymouth church, Brooklyn, says; 

"Union labor hAtred for labor burns 
like a flame, eats like nitric add. Is 
malignant beyond all description But 
the other day, a woman representing 
a certain union visited many Jamtlles 
In Plymouth church asking them to 
boycott a certain Institution. • • • 

Ala* thi* union woman’* hatred for 
nonunion women burned In her like the 
fires of hell. 

Hho was pitilessly, relentlessly and 
tirelessly pursuing the nonunion wom¬ 
en and men to destroy the market for 
goods, to ruin their factory and to 
starve them out. 

In the French revolution only 2 per 
cent, of the French people believed In 
violence. The 98 per cent, disclaimed 
violence and yet the 98 per cent, al¬ 
lowed the 2 per cent, to fill the streets 
of Paris with festering corpses, to clog 
the Heine with dead bodies, to shut up f 
every factory In Paris, until the labor¬ 
ing classes starved by the score. 

The small per cent, element in the 
Labor Trust which hates and seek 9 to 
destroy tho large per cent, of inde¬ 
pendent Americans sends out letters 
declaring "free' Industries unfair and 
trie* to boycott their products. If they 
could bind everyone It would bring 
suffering upon hundred* o( thousands. 
Immeasurable ruin upon the country, 
and land It absolutely under control of 
the men now nttejhpttng to dictate ih£ 
dally acta of our people nnd extract 
from each a monthly fee. 

There are babies, children, women nnd 
| honesL hard-working nnd skillful futh- 
j<\r* who rely upon the protection of 
I their- fellows, when they seek to sell 
their labor where they choose, when 
thpy choose, and for a sum they believe 
it to be worth 

■very citizen hnvtng the rights, priv¬ 
ilege* and protection of a citizen has 
also the responsibility of a citizen. 

The Labor Trust leader* may suave¬ 
ly “request" (or «>rder those they can) 
to buy only "unlort label" articles, and 
you <*nn. of course, obey If you are un¬ 
der orders. 

Depend upon it, the creatures of the 
Labor Trust Wilt upon reading this, 
v1*lt store* and threaten dire results 
unless all the things bear “the label." 

They go so far as to have their wom¬ 
en pretend to* huy things, order yards 
of sUk or cloth torn off and various 
articles wrapped up nnd then discover 
"no label," and refuse them. That’s 
been done hundreds of times and I* 
but one of the potty acta of hatred ami 
tyranny # 

Let no one who reads this article 
understand that he or she l* ask* <1 to 


boycott any product whether It beara a 
"union label" or not. One bus a con¬ 
stitutional right to examine the article 
and see w-hether Its makers are Labor 
Trust contributors and slaves or are 
free ami Independent Americans. 

I have tried to tell you something 
about those w r ho are oppressed, vilified, 
hated and when opportunity offers are 
attacked because they prefer to retain 
their own Independent American man¬ 
hood. These men are In the vasrt ma¬ 
jority and Include the most skillful ar¬ 
tisans ln the known world. They have 
wives and babe* dependent on them. 

These men are 'frequently oppressed 
and have no way to make their wrong* 
known. They are worthy of defense.

AMERICAN ASSOCIATION WILL 


CONSIDER MANY QUESTIONS. 


JAMES J. HILL ONE OF THE

Chicago, Sept. 12 — Questions of na* 
thmal Importance are to be considered 
by tho bankers of America In the thir¬ 
ty-fifth annual convention of the 
American Bankers' Association which 
convene* here to-morrow.

present to the convention.

—Dr. J. A. Stucky, of this city, who 
has been one of tho leading splrlte In 
promoting plane for the new medical 
college for Kentucky State University, 
the day in L&ulavllle and re¬ 
turned very enthusiastic over the pros¬ 
pect for starting the college In the near 
future.

Washington. Sept. 12—Tale* of great 
suffering and the serious condition In 
the flooded district of Mexico, a» told 
in telegrams received at the State De¬ 
partment this afternoon from American 
Consul General Philip C. Hanna, 
brought forth another appeal to-night 
from the American National Red Cross 
Society for funds with which "to sup¬ 
ply our unfortunate neighbors of Mex¬ 
ico with the necessities of life.*' 

The great loss of life and destruction 
of property Is even greater than at first 
supposed, and it is prodictod tha^ great 
physical suffering will prevail among 
the homeless during tho foil and winter 

If ample relief is not afforded. 

• • • 

The Greatest Destruction. 


The destruction was greatest In the 
country and small towns between Mon¬ 
terey and Matamoraa, says one of the 
telegrams received to-day. Mr. Hanna 
says the American Consul at Mata- 
moras reports that place under water 
and serious conditions of affairs pre¬ 
vailing. and that the railroads between 
Matamoras and Monterey have been 
washed away. 

"We are sending supplies down the 
railroad as fast as It is opened." says 
Mr Hanna. He makes a suggestion 
that it might be possible for the Ameri¬ 
can army In the Southwest to co-operate 
with the Mexican army and American 
and Mexican Consuls in lending assist¬ 
ance to border towns on the Rio Grande 
River. 

In another message he says that 
nearly ail the country from Monterey 
northeast to Matamoras. and from 
Monterey to Victoria, is terribly af¬ 
flicted. 

• • • 

Loss of Life Appalling. 

"It Is believed by many," Mr Hanni 
adds, "that more than lu.000 lives have 
been lost. Thousands are homeless and 
winter is coming on." 

Mr. Hanna tells of the relief work be¬ 
ing carried on by the head members of 
the Mexican Red Cross, in attempting 
10 build small homes for the sufferers 
before the cold weather sets in. 

A large sum of money will be re¬ 
quired to build these homes, owing to 
the great numbers of the people who 
.thout shelter of any kind N >w 
Is cur chance," says Mr. Hanna, "to 
help Mexico and show our true friend¬ 
ship In this, her time of ifTliciion. 

for she 1* closer to us in every respect 
-than to any other country," 

• • • * 

Will Die Unless Given Aid. 

In making his plea for aid. the Con¬ 
sul General says there are great num¬ 
bers who have lost their all and who 
will suffer and die without help and 
shelter. "The Mexican people." he con¬ 
tinues. "are doing nobly to meet ttjv 
situation, hut nearly every Mexican 
business man and property-owner has 
suffered losses and has done all he is 
able. The people of England. Germany, 
Canada, some countries of Europe and 
quite a number fmm the United States 
hove sent help. In large and small 
amounts. A more generous effort on 
the part of our generous people seems 
greatly needed." 

In making its appeal to the people 
of the country, the American Red Cross 
soyr. it is "evidently one of the greatest 
disasters of recent years, and our good 
feeling toward the people of Mexico 
should prompt this country to render 
the generous assistance which is so 
sorely needed”

headquarters of the Red Cress at Wash¬ 
ington will be Immediately forwarded 
by telegraph to the reliable relief 
agencies upon the scene.

The Eskimos, he said, described a cJgar- 
shaped balloon with comparative ac¬ 
curacy. but as nothing further has since 
been ascertained about It. It was to be 
presumed that the Eskimos had been 
mistaken. 

During the afternoon Dr. Cook held a 
reception, which was attended by all 
the passengers. 

SUGGESTS FRANCE TO 

SETTLE BITTER DISPUTE. 


Prince Roland Bonaparte Says Im¬ 
partial Tribunal Would Give 
Fair Decision. 


Paris. Sept. 12.—French scientists are 
beginning distinctly to favor the sub¬ 
mission by Dr. Cook and Commander 
Peary of their records to an Impartial 
International scientific tribunal. Prince 
Roland Bonaparte, president of the 
Paris Geogmhplcal 8oclety. believes 
that France Is the logical arbiter. 
Speaking on this subject to-day, the 
Prince said: 

"Recitals are Inconclusive. They 
contain plenty of literary effect, but 
small detail, and they lack exact In¬ 
formation. Personally, 1 think that 
both Cook and Peary should be a 
to produce their proofs, maps gad 
dlariejj. Until that Is done, the scien¬ 
tific world has the right to entertain 
what might be called scientific doubt. 
This does not Imply distrust of either 
man. but It Is proper that a demon¬ 
stration should *be given.

Both May Be Right. 


"It is humanly possible that both 
Dr. Cook and Commander Peary reach¬ 
ed the pole, but why one rather thAn 
tho other? 1 think that all documents 
should be submitted to a scientific 
society which would name a commis¬ 
sion composed of explorers, astron¬ 
omers, navigators and polar experts.

Th‘s, tho second largest city In the 
State of Alabama, was the scene the 
past week of the seizure of more con- 
(Vaband liquors, under the Fuller law 
enacted by the Legislature In special 
session, than ever before in the same 
length pf time in the history of the 
State. 

Two breweries, the largest In Ala¬ 
bama, were raided, and in one was 
found and seized sixty casks of bottled 
beer and about 100 dozen bottles of 
bear in boxes and cases. In the other 
three immense vats filled with foaming 
lager were found and placed under the 
ban. 

The estimated value of these seizures 
was $6,000. Aside from these, seizures 
were made in "blind kittens" and 
"tigers" of liquors to the value of about 
$5,000, In one alone being found beer 
and whisky sufficient to load a freight 
car.

Spectacular Raid. 


One of the most interesting events 
connected with raids by the Sheriff and 
his posses, was one in Royal street,

The 
commission also had planned to define 
the work of the geographical and other 
scientific branches of such Arctic ex¬ 
ploration In order that the results of 
each expedition might be fully deter¬ 
mined and labor economized. Few of 
the representatives at the meeting In 
Brussels were authorized to bind their 
Governments to what was accom¬ 
plished. 1 made my report to the State 
Department at Washington and later 
Commander Peary was designated as 
commissioner for this country.

To Try for South Pole. 

"Commander Deary felt that I should 
be made commissioner, but nothing 
further was done In the matter. Signor 
Cagnl. of Italy, president of the Inter¬ 
national Polar Commission, has tissued 
a call for the commission to meet in 
Italy In 1911”

The cellars of the county Jail 
and courthouse are crowded with these 
articles, and If the raids continue. It is 
expected that a warehouse will have to 
be rented by the county. 

In all the history of prohibition, the 
raids made In this city are the greatest 
ever known, nnd show the difficulty In 
enforcing the law. William Abrams* 
place was raided three times, a big 
load of bottle beer In casks being ob¬ 
tained. ami it is claimed that he would 
get a fresh supply as so>n os his bond 
was signed.

RHEIMS IN HISTORY. 


(London LeaJ*r.) 

The Interest of Englishmen In Rheltns 
—pronounced Ranee, by the way—has 
never been so great since 1350 as it Is 
to-day. Every schoolboy has heard of 
the city the home or an apparently 
apocryphal bird, the Jackdaw of Rheims; 
grown men recognize it as the place that 
lends the mark to any champagne worth 
drinking, and historians recognize It ft! 
perhaps the most interesting city in 
France. How many people know that 
the Kings of France used to have to 
Journey from Paris to Rheims to be 
consecrated^ Just as the Tsars of Russia 
go to Moscow to be croxvned in the 
Kremlin, in 1179 Philippe Auguste wns 
consecrated at the Uhurch of St. Rerny. 
which Is even older than the imputing 
cathedral, which has the same effect as 
St. Peter’s at Rome of dominating the 
city the more completely the farther 
you move from It It was in this i v td 
church that the Sacred Ampulla, or ves¬ 
sel containing the oil with which the 
kings xvere anointed, reputed to contain 
a portion of the oil that 8t. Rcmy 
anointed Clovis with, wns kept until the 
treasured relic wa a destroyed In tho 
course of the upset of the Revolution. 
All the king* or France, from Philippe 
Auguste down to Charles X . were con¬ 
secrated at Rheims, except Henri IV., 
who went through the ceremonial at 
Chartres: Napoleon I., who was consc- 
emted at Paris: nnd Louis XV1I1., who 
xv .in not consecrated at all. 


This is Marie Peary’s birthday. She 
was born sixteen years ago In the 
Arctic region. Her middle name is 
Ahnlghlto, which was the name of the 
old Eskimo woman who made the little 
girl her first suit of fur clothes. Mrs. 
Peary said the name Ahnlghlto meant 
"sharp-pointed mountain." Miss Peary 
received many presents to-day from 
relatives and friends. 

George Bor up. of New Haven, father 
of George Borup, the botanist on the 
Peary expedition, reached here to-day. 

TJie Roosevelt probably will encoun¬ 
ter heavy seas In the Gulf of St. Law¬ 
rence, as incoming sklppars report 
stout northwest winds. They say also 
that Icebergs have been seen In the 
Straits of Belle Isle.

PEARY’S FRIENDS ON 

WARM TRAIL OF COOK. 


Now Dig Up Whitney, Who Tells a 
Different Story From That of 
Brooklyn Explorer. 


New York. Sept. 12.—(Special.)—In¬ 
teresting evidence bearing upon the 
question whether Dr. Frederick A. Cook 
did, as he asserts, or did not reach the 
North Pole before Commander Robert 
K. Peary succeeded In his long quest 
for the pole was supplied to-day In a 
dispatch published In the New York 
HeraM from its correspondent, who met 
Harry Whitney, the New Haven sports¬ 
man. aboard the Roosevelt when she 
came from the North on August 23. 
The correspondent had sailed on the 
relief ship Joanle, which put out from 
Newfoundland early in August to find 
Peary. Cook and .Whitney. The Joanle 
and the Roosevelt met In Westenholm 
Sound, north of Saunders Island. 
Whitney xvas aboard tho Roosevelt, 
having been picked up at Etah by 
Commander Peary while the explorer 
was on his way back from the pole. 

• • • 

Left Proofs With Whitney. 


Dr. Cook declared In his earliest In¬ 
terviews In Copenhagen that he had In¬ 
trusted the proofs that he had reached 
the pole to Whitney, when returning 
from the pole. He found Whitney 
staying at Peary's base of supplies at 
Ktah. 

Dr. Cook explained that he had made 
two sets of records. Including exhaus¬ 
tive observations. He had given one. 
he said, to Whitney, so that, in the 
event of a mishap to himself, there 
would still be proofs In existence to 
establish his claim to the discovery of 
the pole. When Whitney was heard 
from. Dr. Cook asserted positively, all 
doubt as to his contention of being the 
discoverer of the pole would bo dis¬ 
pelled. 

• • • 

Alleged Whitney Interview. 

The HeraJd’s correspondent, when he 
wrote this dispatch, evidently knew 
nothing of this, mention* that Dr. Cook 
met Whitney at Etah on April 17. and 
says that pr Cook told Whitney of 
his trip North. But. far from telling 
Whitney that he had discovered the 
pole, the correspondent say* that Dr. 
Cook merely stated that he "had gone 
beyond the mark reached by Peary in 
1906." Cook, he says, spoke also of 
having been "well pleased" to have 
accomplished this 

Instead of mentioning any proofs 
that Cook had Intrusted to Whitney to 
show that he reached tlx#- pole, the cor¬ 
respondent says that Cook would not 
tell Whitney how f«r North he had 
been, and the 'members of the Peary 
party are positive that the farthest 
North record how been obtained by 
Peary. Moreover, the correspondent 
goes i»n to say 

"It Is certain that the condition of 
his equipment when h«* arrived at Cape 
Sabine will be used as a basis for de¬ 
nying his claim of having exceeded 
Peary’s old mark or made, as he de* 
dared, the longest sledge trail."

PEARY'S STORY CONFIRMS 
DR. COOK’S CLAIMS. 


Despite Commander Peary's pos¬ 
itive statement tnat Dr. Cook has 
not been to the North Pole, ad¬ 
herents of the Brooklyn explorer 
declare Commander Peary’s own 
story is the best conhrmatlan they 
could ask of Dr. Cook’s claims. 

The claims*of Dr. Cook as to 
hla rapid traveling and the finding 
of smooth ice were doubted by 
other explorers who had never 
found conditions likewise. Cook 
caused doubt by announcing an 
average speed of sixteen mites a 
day In the last 360 miles of his 
polar dash. 

Pt»ry declares he covered the 
last 345 mites of his trip in nine¬ 
teen days, at the rate of more 
than eighteen miles a day. and In 
the last four days covering 133 
miles, or thirty-five miles a day. 
Cook found the ice packs "more 
active" (than before) about the 
8ftth parallel, and some cracks, 
which were quickly healed by n?w 
Ice. Pt»ry found, at about the 
same point, "strong drift Ice to 
south,'* but with new Ice forming 
over the cracks, that "buckled ’ 
as the sledges passed. Cook found 
that In the last one nundred miles 
to the pole the Ice was smooth 
and the traveling easy. 

Cook described tho pole as a 
"vast seft of purple snow and Ice, 
no land, no life." 

Peary found nothing but Ice and 
snow, with no signs of life or 
land. 

Cook found temperature at the 
pole April 21, 1008. was 38 de¬ 
grees below zero. 

Peary found temperature at the 

S ole April 6. 1909. was 33 degrees 
elow zero. 

To sum up; Cook found from 
the 88th parallel tho Ice pock was 
more active, but cracks were 
quickly frozen over. The Ice 
steadily Improved from there on. 
The pole was a "vast field of 
purple snow, no land, no life. 
Temperature 38 below." 

Peary found, from 88 degrees, 
the Ice was smooth, and new tee 
formed Quickly in cracks so thin 
that It buckled and broke as his 
sledges passed. Temperature 33.

Slipping quietly out 
of Sydney, the tug passed Low point 
light, nt the harbor’s entrance, then let 
loose her triple expansion engines and 
for a time raced ndrth at full speed 
Chartered from the Dominion Coal 
Company, by which she wa* used ns 
a powerful wrecking tug. the Douglas 
was thotoughly overhauled for the con 
venlence of the correspondent*. A min¬ 
iature globe, with tho stars and stripes 
projecting from the toq, indicating 
Pearv’s achievement, reposes on a tablo 
In the cabin, while the American and 
British flags hang from the bulkhead.

Here one cast* his eyes on goat* and 
sheep that he never knew existed be¬ 
fore—several hundred of them, and all 
beauties In their respective species. Run¬ 
ning off on a tangent to the south of 
the poultry and goat shows Is an ave¬ 
nue whence emanated other kinds of 
noises. There were wheezes and 
squeals, too, but there were also chugs. 
This was not part of tho II vest ok ex¬ 
hibit, but the machinery display. This 
show represented a good many thou¬ 
sands of dollars* worth of engines, 
farming implements, automobiles, 
wagon* and Lord only know'* what else 
—almost anything one could think of 
in the mechanical xvay. 

The horses, cattle and pig* were 
housed In the eleven long sheds In 
which the Jeffersonian barbecue took 
place a few weeks ago. This depart¬ 
ment la almost beyond description, and 
It w'ould take a book to tel! all about 
It. One could see all kind* of horse* 
that ho had ever seen or seen pictures 
nf. Trim siddlo and driving horses 
stood In close proximity wMth those 
enormous, dappled gray draft steeds 
xvhosc description one best holds In 
mind by recalling the picture of "The 
Horse Show" which was painted by 
Rosa Bonheur.

"PREFERRED” MAIL SERVICE. 


(Boston TranscrJpt.) 

The long expected announcement by 
Postmaster General Hitchcock that the 
registry feo will be increased from 8 to 
10 bents suggests the essentially un- 
satlsfacftory character of the two spe¬ 
cial mall services which the Post-office 
Department now provide. These are 
the registration of letters and package* 
os a guarantee against loss and the 
"special delivery” as a measure* of ex¬ 
pedition. Many postal patrons seem 
to regurd the special delivery stamp 
as conferring in part (he adx*antages 
of registration, and, having a valuable 
'letter’ or package which they xvlsh to 
gu in a hurry, take that method of 
sending it Registration, on the other 
hand, considerably delay* transmission. 
Neither scrx’lce Is all that It ought to 
be. The Government make* co small 
a reimbursement for the loss of regis¬ 
tered mall that the possessor of let¬ 
ters of real value generally prefers to 
Intrust them to tho express companies. 
They do the business In consequence 
and not the Government. 

Uncle Sam. in effect, discredits the 


regular mall service by posting notice* 
over letter boxes telling people to reg¬ 
ister without fall all their xaluable 
letters. This is a questionable practice. 
The Government should not only nim 
to make all its mall service safe, but 
It should assume before the world that 
It Is so. and the: make extrt 
live up to Its professions. Both the 
registry service and tie free delivery 
are Also considerably impaired In their 
usefulness by th* technicalities that 
surround Identification, by comparison 
xvlth the corresponding requirement* 
of on express company. If a valuable 
letter Is sent to a man xvho/happens 
to be out of toxvn. and It Is accessary 
for hts assistants Immediately n get 
at It* content*, with the express com¬ 
panies this Is very easily done on a 
common-sense interpretation of the 
situation, whllo with tho registered 
mall the task Is enshrouded In com¬ 
plications of the most vexatious char¬ 
acter. 

The whole situation as It affects these 
services suggests the desirability of 
a class of mnJl. such as some of tho 
European countries maintain, which 
might b© called "preferred." 'paying 
rates slightly In excess of tho pres¬ 
ent ones, but giving to It all the surety 
end speed which the Government can 
reasonably command. This Is A recent 
suggestion of the Springfield Repub¬ 
lican. and It seems well founded. Th*ro 
Is no sense in sending everythin* that 
goes Into the mall, clthor of mer¬ 
chandise or of printed mat er. at tho 
same rat* of sp**ed and under the same 
pilnstaklng scrutiny as should attend 
th* transmit Ion of important letters. 
The more tho Government leant toward 
th* pa reels-post business e gre ter 
would be the Importance of differen¬ 
tiating the attention which th# various 
typ*.«? of miff respectlx-ciy deserve Th# 
proposed advanc* in prtco of the reg¬ 
istered mall will not prove an Impor¬ 
tant step It may yield a trill* mmr# 
money, but It will not really enlarrs 
the service, or solve the general prob¬ 
lem.

Southern Opposition To Aliens. 

There are two side® to all questions, 
but there 1* at least some ground for 
the objection to alien immigration into 
the South, as expressed by tho Farm¬ 
ers* Co-operative and Educational 
Union, at Birmingham. 

The South has in the negro popula¬ 
tion a labor problem peculiar to Itself. 
It is often said, and may be said with¬ 
out departure from truth, that the 
negro's faculty for getting along with¬ 
out applying himself very regularly to 
arduous toll makes him In eomo re¬ 
spects undesirable as compared to the 
whito laborer. But inasmuch as the 

South has tho negro population, and 
will have It for an Indefinite period. It 
is doubtful whether the influx of 
large number of Immigrants from 

Southern Europe would be an unmixed 
benefit. 

We are at present getting * leas de¬ 
sirable class of immigrants thap we 
formerly received from the old world. 
There are few English or Irish and not 
so many Germans. In proportion to the 
total number of home-seekers os 
could wish for. It Is difficult to get 
tho newly-arrived Immigrants to see 
the advantages of pushing further into 
this country than the Atlantic States. 
It Is reasonable to believe that efforts 
to_ distribute them, however well di¬ 
rected. would not result in the South 
getting tho most desirable class of man. 
It is almost impossible to secure the 
best class of whito American laborers 
where they must com© Into competition 
with negroes. It Is probable that upon 
acquaintance with conditions in the 
South this would be true of white for¬ 
eigners. Any but an exceptionally de¬ 
sirable class dumped into the 6outh 
where negro labor has been employed, 
and where tho negro population Is a 
permanent and growing one would 
create an unfortunate situation. 

Since the negroes wilt remain In the 
South their Interests and thooe of Aie 
white landownora Interlock. An im¬ 
portant body of Southern farmers vir¬ 
tually makes public recognition of this 
fact. There should be a prompt re¬ 
sponse from the Influential negroes In 
the form of efforts to bring the masses 
to a realUA$.Um of their opportunities at 
home and In agricultural work. 

No great proportion of the negrpes 
will remove to other scenes and enter 
other spheres of endeavor. No race has 
stronger local attachments than an 
manifested by the Afro-Americans. # In 
addition to this the peculiarities of tho

Leading wheat markets after weakness 
early in the week on larger movement In 
the Northwest and gains in visible sup¬ 
plies, turned strong on better export de¬ 
mand and reports that the Russian har¬ 
vest had been overestimated, final prices 
being 3 to 4 cents net higher. Com ruled 
strong on the Government crop report, 
Vhlcb showed considerable deterioration 
of the crop.

Stephen Phillips Bankrupt. 

Ambitious verse and poetic tragedy 
do not seem to pay much more satis¬ 
fying returns nowadays than they did 
when William Shakespeare was* 
sturdy vagabond.” Stephen Phillips, It 
la reported from London, Is stranded 
at Brighton ond unable to run down 
to the capital to appear In bankruptcy 
proceedings. 

White Phillip;; does not take rank 
with the immortals, ho has made an 
enviable reputation as a writer. He 
has Just turned 40 and has to his 
credit a number of poems of more than 
usual merit. Ho was a man of sorl 
ous purpose when he plnyed Iago, Pros 
pero. R rut us and Sir Andrew Ague 
cheek in the English provinces and in 
London. He lectured upon English his 
lory before adopting literature as 
profession. During the last twenty 
years he ha* been a writer He won a 
prize from the London Academy for 
the best poem of the year. His "Paola

years ago to approving audiences.! 
was writton for presentation at | 
James* Theater in London, and the 
quality of the bhink vvr»e caused crit¬ 
ics to compare Phillips with the Eliza¬ 
bethans. Ho subsequently wrote 
"Herod'* for Bcerbohm Tree and the 
critics bestowed no little praise upon 
tho work. His “Ulysses” of a few 
years ago was much read by discrim¬ 
inating booklovers In this country and 
tn England. “Marpessa,” of early vin¬ 
tage, gained recognition for Phillips| 
und Is still found on well-stocked book 
irhelves In many countries. Yet the 
author cannot make ends itleet. 

Writing never paid so well as it docs 
to-day. But literature Is not so much 
in demand—especially poetry—as the 
mere sentimental story or “shocking" 
pen tour In the region of the forbid¬ 
den. Mr. Phillips found a market for 
"Paola and Francesca” upon the stage, 
but It was brief. Greater returns come 
to such dramatists as Mr. George M. 
Cohan. And a novelist of the caliber 
of the author of **The Firing Line” gets 
rich while tho blank verso poet Is try¬ 
ing to get a publisher. Thero are 
doubtless compensations for producers 
of good poetry, but those compensations 
ore poor consolation when thero Is 
neither bread and butter nor a bone 
in the^cupboard. 

Louisville’s New College. 

Louisville's ne\^, Collego of Liberal 
Arts and Sciences, or the Academic De¬ 
partment of the University, will enter 
upon Its third year Monday. September 
20. During the two’ previous years of 
Its existence the college has won the 
endorsement of Yale University and 
the University of Pennsylvania, both of 
which have expressed their readiness 
to give the same credit In their gradu 
ate schools to Its diploma as they do to 
the diplomas of other educational In¬ 
stitutions of high rank. The work of 
the collego has also been given credit 
by the Universities of Chicago. Indiana. 
Columbia, Texas and. In fact, by all 

from which credit has been asked. 8uoh 
evidence coming from Impartial source^ 
constitutes the proof of the satisfactory 
work done by tho college, and should 
arouse public Interest In It, even though 
the college had accomplished nothing 
more than to gain a fair name among 
the goodly company of Its sisters. 

The Institution, In addition to this 
has given, however, the advantage of 
>ts higher education to three instructors 
from the Manual Training High School 
one from the Boys* High School, six 
from the Girls* High School, and seven 
from the Ward and Normal Schools. 
All oi these teachers have received de¬ 
grees from the college: a number of 
other teachers from the public schools 
are under-graduates of It 

When we reflect that the great effects 
of education operate from the top 
down, we cam see what a helpful in 
fluence the college has already had 
over our public sobool system, and 
foresee what a power for raising the 
standard of education In our city It 
may gradually become, if properly fos 
tered and Improved. 

Tho Academic Department of the 
University of Louisville has, moreover, 
supplied the means for higher educa 
tlon to a number of young men and 
women who would not otherwise have 
had the chance of obtaining 1L Tho 
Academic Deportment of the Univer¬ 
sity of Louisville may furnish In the 
future to hundreds and thousands the 
opportunity for obtaining that liberal 
education which Huxley says so trains 
the body In youth that It Is tho ready 
servant of the will, and does with ease 
and pleasure all that, as a mechanism, 
it Is capalrto of; and which makes the 
Intellect a clear, cold logic-engine with 
all Its parts of equal strength, and In 
smooth running order, ready like 
steam engine to be turned to any kind 
of work—to spin the gossamers as 
well as forge the anchors of the mind 
The curriculum of the college has 
been modeled on that of the best Amer 
lean universities, in so ftir as It goes, 
for no pretense is made by the faculty 
of offering courses for which there Is 
Inadequate equipment. 

While the Carnegie Foundation has 
set the standard by which a good col¬ 
lege may be measured, and demands of 
s beneficiaries that they fix their en¬ 
trance requirements At fourteen units 
of study, the college of Lmiisvllle has 
set Its requirements for admission at 
eighteen; and so in regard to this point 
at least takes a place among colleges 
of high rank. 

Two new laboratories are being com¬ 
pleted In the building on Broadway, 
near Second street, and although they 
arc modest in their scope, they ore 
equipped with the apparatus necessary 
for good experimental work In physics 
and bacteriology. 

Courses in harmony, sight-singing 
and in arts and crafts have also been 
introduced into the curriculum. 

Such, in brief, la *the history of Louis¬ 
ville's new college during the two years 
which have elapsed since It was 
founded by the foresight of the 
trustees and tho philanthropy of a few 
other public spirited citizens. The 
progress It has made deserves the re¬ 
spect, the good It has done deserves the 
gratitude, and the good it may do de¬ 
serves the careful consideration of 
every citizen of Louisville.

Up to the pres¬ 
ent time it Is emphatically a stay-at- 
home victory, it probably Is the first 
Instance on record where a proposition 
was defeated at a general election by 
the unanimous refusal of its opponents 
to voto. 

Mound City Is on the Ohio River 
and Mounds Is on the Mississippi. The 
census of 1900 gave Mound City 2.500 
Inhabitants and Mounds, which Is also 
known as Beechwood, 854. As they 
are only about three miles apart, and 
as neither of thorn Is near the center 
of tho largo county of Pulaski, It Is 
not apparent that any advantage 
would have been gained by the re¬ 
moval. Both towns ore In ono edge 
of the county and a shift of the county 
scat to Mounds would have added 
nothing to tho convenlenco of a ma¬ 
jority of the more than 4,000 voters 
who are Interested. Also, a move 
which would have ocommodated tho 
854 citizens in Mounds would havo dis¬ 
commoded the 3,500 dwellers In Mound 
City. 

Looking from afar at what seems 
to be a rather peculiar situation all 
around It would appear to be Just 
about as well that the stay-at-home 
forces have won a victory.

THE PAYNE-ALDRICH + 
TARIFF BILL?

A Joy-Spread mg Society. 

Among the corporations recently ap¬ 
plying for charters In New York 
State Is an organization calling Itself 
the “Harmony Club.” The purposes of 
the club at^> set forth In tho articles 
of Incorporation as follows: 

To harmonize people with themselves. 
To prove the efficient value of a smile 
und song in every-day life. To estab¬ 
lish the perfect unity of body, mind, heart 
and spirit. 

“To investigate, formulate and demon¬ 
strate the scientific laws of happiness. 

‘To enunciate the principle of whole¬ 
some, triumphant, sincere living. To pre¬ 
sent the discoveries of modern psychology 
in simple, attractive guise. To put those 
who want vital knowledge in touch with 
those who have it. To maintain a broth¬ 
erhood of Individuals where sympathy Is 
the only bond. To Impart tho secrets of 
self-help as the highest form of altru 
Ism. To promote free discussion of overy 
subject that makes for clear understand¬ 
ing of life.'* 

This is a rather comprehensive pro¬ 
gramme and the Supreme Court Jus¬ 
tice who was asked to approve the 
certificato of Incorporation, as required 
by law, returned It to the club with 
the recommendation that It first be 
submitted to tne 8tate Board of Chari 
lies for Indorsement. Presumably the 
Justice had his doubts about the ability 
of the "Harmony Club” to make good 
in Hs extensive scheme of Joy spread¬ 
ing. The qubtaUon from the articles, 
given In the foregoing, rjads like an 
extract from ono of the circulars is¬ 
sued by Ann Odella Dlss de Bar. With 
all her ^gpericnce In the art of sepa¬ 
rating her customers from their harfl- 
earned savings, the notorious spook 
priestess could hardly have evolved 
anything more sweeping in Us scop© or 
more alluring In lts promise. 

The corporation, in addition, uro- 
posed "to organize*and control hos¬ 
pitals, clinics, dispensaries, health 
homes, sanatorlums and kindred hygi¬ 
enic Institutions.” What need there 
would bo for hospitals and sana¬ 
torlums In such sublimated and altru 
istlc work Is not apparent. One might 
go to such places if he were disposed 
to study human misery, but they woul# 
he entirely inconsistent with the pur¬ 
suit of happiness on the scheduled plan 
laid down by the “Harmony Club. 
Why talk about hospitals when the 
whole world U to be harmonised and 
when Individual "body, mind, heart and 
spirit” are to be uplifted beyond the 
reach of cankering cares and besetting 
troubles? In that delightful time when 
the ''Harmony Club** shall have made 
all of us happy with “vital knowledge*' 
we shaft laugh the surgeon out of bus¬ 
iness and speedily forget that any such 
thing as a sanatorium ever existed. In 
the meantime It is to be hoped that the 
law's technicalities will not long inter¬ 
fere with the society's beneficent In¬ 
tentions.

The extroojdlnary session of Congress, 
after five months of wrangling and at an 
estimated coat to the American people of 
about $500,000. resulted in a victory of 
the privileged class. The Republican 
party in Its platform niul the Republican 
candidate*tn hi* speeches promised a re-1 
auction of the tariff burden. The tariff 
bill signed by the President falls far short 
of the pledges made by the party, and 
Is full of those Iniquitous bargains struck 
In the dark which have come to m»k • 
protection synonymous with fraud. 
Through the metaphysical subtetty^ the 
immense labyrinth of the tariff, with Its 
ad valorem and specific duties, intricate 
schedules J*id fathomless classification*, 
the unfortunate masses find themselves 
•no end in wandering maze* lost.” 

The people ore not versed In politics 
and stiitecraft. They cannot see through 
the flimsy fallacies of protection argu¬ 
ments. To a large number the protection¬ 
ist appears with the halo of his own 
creation, as the friend of the poor and 
utruggllng man. and the bcnsfactor of 
"infant Industries.” However, the peo¬ 
ple ars beginning to be aroused by the 
contemptuous disregard of the needs and 
oemands^ of the whole country by the 
Republican Congress. They regard the 
bill enacted as giving the lie to plpdgcs 
and full of swlndtt* whluli cannot be ex¬ 
plained by tHe false r*rafl* of meaning¬ 
less Attires. In the words of Judge 
Parker? “their arguments demonstrate 
that the purpose of the tariff plonk was 
tq. cheat and dofruud tho voter, and the 
action of the majority in Congress makes 
them parties to ths fraud. In that they 
sought to consummate It.” Kehlllor*a hero 
speaks of ths project of giants and the 
performance of Insect*; the giants would 
have to be very gigantic and tho Insects 
very tiny, which would afford correct 
comparative Illustration of promise* the 
Republican party tnsdo as to tariff re¬ 
vision and the performance actually made. 
Well might the people aay, us did Shpr- 
ldan to a servant who dropped a plato 
warmer with a oraah, but hastened to 
ure his master that nothing was brok¬ 
en t "Do you moan to tell me.” demanded 
Sheridan, “that you made all that noise 
for nothing?*' 

The Payne-Aldrlch bill, ns shown by 
tty t^ie prepared by tariff experts, ro- 
vl*e#W*e tariff u;*surd. and exceeds the 
offl Dlngley act nearly 2 per cent., and 
when the maximum goes Into effect 
March 81. l»lft, tho average rate will be 
about 37 per cent, higher than tho aver¬ 
age of the plnglcy bill. The taxes on 
clothing are wickedly made higher. The 
Wilson bill sought bravely to do some¬ 
thing for the consumer by making wool 
free, and woolen clothing cheaper, but 
the Dlngley law put back the highly-tax¬ 
ed wool and woolens, and It Is left un 
touched In the present bill. The duties on 
cotton good* are Increased, which experts 
In the cotton buslncm show to run from 
8 to 47 per cent. The woo! and cotton 
schedule* are absolutely Indefensible. 
Nothing can be more certain than that 
theso duties come under tho head of those 
rates which the President said were “ex 
crsslve." and therefore could be cut down 
without Injuring any Industry. These wool 
and woolen nchniules aro designed to per¬ 
mit the Woolen Trust to plunder the pub 
11c, and these millions of plundered dol¬ 
lars will be transferred from the p**»V‘ 
to the trust, without a cent of egpens« 
or d reasonable plea. The only thing 
considered In formulating the cotton 
schedule was the greed of the cotton man¬ 
ufacturer of New England. The tax 
taken off hides, but the duty Is still re- 
tatntd upon the finished leather commod¬ 
ities and upon the solo leather suitcase 
that/ tho American citlfen buys Freo 
hide# are a delusion; they may give the 
man who makes shoes a cent and a half 
on a pair, but the man who wears them 
will get nothing. The newspapers re¬ 
cently illustrated th!s fact by relating the 
experience of a merchant who stated 
that he shipped some hides to market and 
woe Informed that on account of the re¬ 
cent tariff hides had dociined. The next 
day ho received notice from his shoe 
man that, on account of the recent tariff, 
shoes had advanced For an explanation 
of this apparent contradiction he was 
advised to see Mr. Aldrich. Imported 
hosiery and cotton gloves havo received 
large increases In duties. In fact, the 
^schedules taken up, one after another 
demonstrate that the tariff bill passed has 
effected no material reduction In tfie #j 
ties by which tho consumer will be bene¬ 
fited: that It will not reduce, but in¬ 
crease. the cost of living. The few de¬ 
creases that aro to bo found are usually 
unimportant A downward revision which 
can be detected only with a microscope 
and stated only in terms of the in¬ 
finitesimal Is iiardly a matter for "point¬ 
ing to with prldo” by a greet party bent 
on keeping its pledges. And no loud pro¬ 
testation* of the tariff grafters can con¬ 
ceal the shabby greed and Impudent steal 
of theso schedules. After a presidential 
election and a laborious extra session. It 
is uncertain whether any reduction of 
duties cun be made out oven by the most 
tealous advocates of tho Payne-Aldrich 
bin. But In enacting this legislation due 
cars was taken to protect tvery monopoly 
In the country, whit© upon the necessaries* 
of life there havo not only boon no reduc¬ 
tions. but upon many an Increaso of tax¬ 
ation. especially upon articles composing 
the great bulk of the clothing worn by the 
poor. The consumers are In the portion 
of the horse who called in the man to 
he|p him in the struggle for existence. 
They are saddled, bridled and ridden by 
tha tariff-bred trusts, who still clamor 
for mors protection with the eager per¬ 
sistency of the daughters of the horse¬ 
leech 

The pretended tariff revision is likely 
to bring as much profit to th« trusts and 
as little to anybody else as JarndycF* es¬ 
tate In Bleak House to the lawyers; or llko 
the moot can© In the comic Blwrkstone. 
where oysters were the subject of tho 
trial, and the public are given only the 
shells, while the trusts get the succulent 
bivalves. It is superfluous to analyze the 
different schedule* of this tariff bill. Suf¬ 
ficient to soy that It has every fault. It 
Is like Dr. Johnnon's Joint of mutton, 
which wo* “Ul-fed, Ill-killed. Ill-kept ami 
111-dressed.” Bo the tariff bill is m-con- 
ceivcd. ill-draw'll, ill-explained and Hi- 
defended. 

Ws are told tbisit tils consumers, though 
they constitute over 8ft.OOQ.Oft) of, the In¬ 
habitants of the country, are mere myths 
that there are no such persons; that we 
aro all a lot of happy producers and for 
everything that It taken from us by the 
tariff, we get bark ©omrthlng else and u 
httle more beside*. True, that we are all 
producers and consumers In part. But 
it is one tiling to show thst the average 
American citizen takes an well ns givee; 
It Is ano:her thing to say that faking and 
giving balance perfectly. In that maJad 
Juvtment between Income, by tho grace 
of Payne-Aldrich, and outcome, by the 
grace of the same, lies the crux of the 
problem. The consumer Is u»*ured that 
1 j*p troubles a rv only tempi>rary. and “ul¬ 
timately” Is tlie answer and panacea. The 
price of the laborer's coat goes up the 
moment a tax is clapped on clothing, hut 
hia wag©* rise ultimately; *o with the 
clerk, the bookke-per, the teacher—they 
may f<**l the pinch In ths present, hut 
must look fPr w>Uc© In the ultimate. 
There is no such Itylng a* a consumer. 

I hey assert, yet the Republican national 
platform held out tho promise of revision, 
and Mr. Taft found it necessary to pledge 
himself and his party to a cutting down 
of tariff schedules. 

Consumers a pure abstraction! To this 
contention may be applied the simile of 
Hurke: ”W# have heard the volets of 
the noisy grasshoppers, but the stately 


cattle wore browsing In silence.” The 
People are slow to assort their rights, they 
are not always militant as to their inter¬ 
ests. When Cobden w^a* agitating for ths 
|r«-peal of the corn laws in England, he 
complained bitterly that tha peopb? who 
came forward to besiege tho members of 
irarUament W'ero those wlu>*e selfish lu¬ 
ll crest a led them to protest against any 
change. This human trait received fresh 
I illustration during tha recent extra r. s- 
sion The men whose pocket* were to 
be filled by the tariff were lou<r and a<*- 
tlve, while those who suffer under the 
{weight of an indirect and tnvtaibb* tax 
were relatively upathetlc; only a Debit* 
voice spoke for the “forgotten millions.” 
Tlie Courier-Journal's statement wna not 
u crUclsm. but merely a plain truth, 
plainly stated, when it declared, "protec¬ 
tion to be a delusion and a snare. Evrqy 
schedule is a masked battery oonc«nlkc« 
bribery and graft. Every classification 
Is a rifle pit pouting a murderous fir • tpto 
tho helpless consumers. They were * * 
dens.gncd. That is why they c*»»*•*’ 

The inevitable tendency of oW tariff leg¬ 
islation Is to convert the mas*.’* into 
vgssals, “taxable and dutiable, without 
pity or measure,** as was said of the 
French peasants before the Revolution. 
Indirect taxes will always partake of po¬ 
litical dishonesty, for they abstract money 
from the people’s pocket* In an lAicertain 
ratio without their knowing »t, und it ul¬ 
timately amounts to the poorest of tl* 
population being mulcted in more than 
tiidr Ju»c share of the national burden* 
Tho very name of tariff ha* a disre puta¬ 
ble origin. Tho duties levied by the Moo.** 
at Tarifa were noitiing but blackmail. 
They were th« equivalent for no scrvlpo 
rendered; they conferred no benefits on 
anybody; they commanded so much and 
It was paid under compulsion. J 
It la beyond Che sphere of Uruc gov¬ 
ernmental power to tax one man to help 
the business of another. It !*, by power, 
taking money from ono to give ll to iu». 
other. This is robbery, nothing morn or 
less. When a map earns u dollar, it 1* 
his own; and power of reasoning can 
Justify the legislative power U> taking It 
fruit) him except for thu uses of ths Gov¬ 
ernment." 

Tho speeches of eminent economists 
from the various most advanced coun¬ 
tries, at the Cobden Club held hu*t year 
In London, agreed as to the operation of 
protootivo tariffs. They showed that ev¬ 
erywhere theso tariff* operated In the 
interests of capital and ugainst labor. 
They showed that they operated \o the 
advantage of a fow at tho cost of the 
whole body of consumers. 

Protection creates artitlcioj barriers be¬ 
tween nations, preventing that material 
said healthful interchange of products 
which tuakes for increased comfort, tot 
peace and for tho solidity of mankind. 
Protection has not only bceome tho moth¬ 
er of trusts, bat, by stiffing foreign com 
petition. It has granted them & license to 
prey upon the community. Americans are 
ready to moot and beat tiie world on 
oquai terms. But in commerce and trade, 
we confess, by a high protective tariff, 
ourselves weakling*, and admit that our 
rivals will drive us from tho Hold unless 
wo Impose. a tariff handicap upon them. 
Wc boast that we havs a land dowered 
with unrivaled natural resources; we 
glory in the reedy Inventiveness and 
pluck of our people; our taJunt for busi¬ 
ness and enterprtso wo cxoJt to the skies, 
and yet no single question of interna¬ 
tional competition In manufacture or 
trade or shipbuilding can bo raised with¬ 
out colllng'forth horrified cries about our 
inability to stand tho pace. All this is 
honed upon a glaring falsehood; It Is no 
less than eravun and disgraceful. Amer¬ 
icans aro not the incompetent* our tariff 
maker* would have It appear. Any legis¬ 
lation, however, platuiblo and helpful, 
that In the smallest degree lessen* the 
healthy cultivation and exercise of the 
economic and moral virtue* of self-ra¬ 
il a nee and self-help, strikes a deadly blow 
agatpst national progress. The paternal 
Ism In government which seeks to taka 
away from tha Individual tho power of 
performance and alms to safeguard him 
in the same measure In which wo protect 
the infant, not only fail* in It* purpoa*, 
but Is a positive Injury and detriment to 
the community. It make* tho government 
a sort of hospital at public expeuse tor 
the tariff parasites. 

The history of tariff reform In this 
country has been that of hopes deferred. 
When the compromise tariff bill of 1M3 
wo* passed, promising the ultimate aboil 
tlon of protective duties, U was believed 
by many that the restrictive system had 
been given over to a suro, though a Un- 
guring dissolution. Here, after more than 
seventy-five years. We aro still fighting 
the same enemy. These long years have 
demonstrated the persistent and demoral¬ 
izing powt of men !>*nt on securing laws 
to make them rich at the expense of their 
fellows. Thanks that In tho long wurfare 
against this form of unscrupulous greed, 
many eyes have been opened, and In 
looking with wonder at our unprecedented 
national development and prospority. In 
connection with tho loud claims pf the 
protectionists, they may fall back Is their 
bewilderment upon Heine’s witty adapta¬ 
tion of Boccaccio’s wicked epigram for 
an explanation. “The same fact may bo 
offered in support of a republic as of 
rellgioo—it exists in spite of its minis 
ter*.” 

Our absurd tariff laws close our mar¬ 
kets to foreigners, and In retaliation pro¬ 
voke them to close theirs $o us. It la 
contended that free home competition pre¬ 
vent* the Increase In the cS»t of living. 
But obviously, if the erection of a new 
tariff barrier tftft practically excludes all 
competition In the homo market Is fol¬ 
lowed by domestic combinations to force 
up prices, this argument would collapse 
at once. 

Tim tariff bill which was heralded to 
settle everything has settled nuihldg. 1^ 
has only sharpened agitation. To the fine 
phrases about tho proeperijy it confers 
on tho laboring man and tho luxuries tor 
tho wage-earner*, these long and patient 
sufferer* cannot and will not forget that 
u body of predatory manufacturers have 
contrived a tariff that takes money from 
tho pocket* of tho people and puts It lnlo 
theirs. They can say to this arrogant 
claim of being their friend. In tho vein 
of Tennyson * lines on th© Emperor Na¬ 
poleon at tho tJme of tho Crimean War: 
“It I* true, wo have a faithful ally, 

But only tho devil knows what ho means.** 

The tariff will not bs settled till It t* 
settled right. The people ar© up tn arms 
against the continuance of protective du¬ 
ties which mean high prices and monop¬ 
olies. Thero Is a sense of widespread dis¬ 
satisfaction and rebellion; this t* distinct¬ 
ly reflected In the President's statement. 
Justice may travel with a leaden heel, 
but strike* with an Iron hand. “The mills 
of the gods grind slow\ but wondrously 
fine.” With the masses, with tho spirit, 
the public sentiment, the Intelligence and 
patriotism they represent, lie* the hope of 
honest tariff revision, tho hope of the 
elimination of corruption and graft and 
oppression from our tariff system. The 
contest Is between tho people an<J tariff 
thieves, who cry out for fe»c their plun¬ 
der might U? taken from thorn. It is 
struggle between, on the one side, private 
and special Interest*, and upon the other, 
gen.Tttl and public Interests. TJtt* cmi- 
t«h will go on until tho hypocritical and 
iniquitous policy of protection ha* been 
repudiated by tho voters at the ballot 
box. and tho wage-earners emancipated 
from tho slavery of tho trusts. The poo 
pie have been duped and deceived, and the 
fight for a genuine downward revision of 
the tariff wtil continue with Increased 
vigor and courage. The response of the 
people to the action of th© extra session 
will com© up in November, 1911. like tho 
sound of many waters, and drive out of 
office tho party of public plunder.

Willson 
and i>r. Ben L. Bruner. Secretary of 
State. This la not the first tlmo that 
the two have clashed, and it Is really 
growing quite common. Personally the 
two are good friends, but officially they 
claah. Gov. Willson wants what lie 
wants when he wants K, and he keeps 
on wanting 1L Dr. Bruner wants a 
thing and goes after It, keeps on dig¬ 
ging after It, and usually gets it. When 
Dr. Bruner wants one thing and Gov. 
Willson wants another thing Chat la 
directly opposite, there Is certain to 
be a “flying of fur" at the meetings of 
the Capitol Commission, or whatever 
commission or body It may bo that has 

the final decision.

Governor Wants ^idwelL 

Just now Gov. WiUeon does not want 
a superintendent of the new Capitol 
elected until after the Legislature 
meets. Also he ^aots W. E. Bldweil 
elected superintendent when the elec¬ 
tion is held. Dr. Bruner not only does 
not want Mr. Bldweil elected, but also 
does not want the election postponed, 
and he wants Judge A. L. Wells, of 
Grayaon county, elected. There is u 
fine situation, and the certainty of a 
clash Is absolute. The fight has been 
on for several weeks, quietly and under 
cover, but It has been going on just 
the same. Gov. Willson, being Gov¬ 
ernor. thinks he ought to have what 
be wants, at least a part of the time, 
and Dr. Bruner says he Is going to 
have what he wants If he hue to tight 
for It- 

• • • 

Secretary Bruner's Claims. 

With Dr. Bruner for Wells and Gov. 
Willson for Bldweil, t other three 
members of the Cap!to Commission 
are being hauled and dr. g«*<i about, 
undecided which way to gc. It Is said 
to be reasonably certain that CapL Ed 
Farley, State Treasurer, Is for Wells. 
Judge Breathitt, Attorney General, is 
aaid to be for Mr. Bldweil. So that 
leaves Frank F. Jam**, Stato Auditor, 
with the deciding vote, and what he 
says probably will go. But Dr. .Bruner 
claims that he will have four votes 
against the Governor's one. and that 
When the showdown comes the Gov¬ 
ernor will stand alone on the pro|x>- 
sltlon that the election of a superin¬ 
tendent should he poatixwed. Friends 
of Mr. Bldweil denv this, and time will 
tell, and time only; whether the Gov¬ 
ernor or Dr. Bruner will win. 

While Judge Wells and Mr. Bldweil 
are scrapping over the place there is 
Just a chance that another mnn may 
slip In and land. But the tip from 
the Insiders Is, as the Courier-Journal 
stated several days ago. that Judge 
Wells will land the placo within the 
next few days.

Ddaappointed In Illuminations. 

Everybody In Frankfort was dlsap 
pointed by the Illuminations on the 
new Capitol, probably because too 
much was expected of them and the 
powerful lights In the top of the dome 
did not look so powerful when they ] 
were turned on. The News, an after- | 
noon newspaper, printed a "Josh** story 
about the country* being lighted for 
mile* amund by the 32.000 candle- 
power lights, of which there were four, 
That night, when the lights were turn¬ 
ed on. one old negro woman was heard 
to remark: 

"That paper shorely dhl not tell the 
truth about them lights. Sho, 1 got 
er lantern at ray house dat gibes more 
light dan dose up dere on dat build¬ 
ing."

Want More Light.

About Kentucky Soldiers. 


"The Second Kentucky Regiment 
should be Rent Into camp of Instruc* 
tlon out In the country and should 
never be located In a city," said one 
of the officer* of the Second Kentucky 
during the encampment here last week. 
He had been talking about the trouble 
with the Second^Reglmcnt. the riot In 
Craw, In which the soldiers partici¬ 
pated and ghe other rows that the sol- 
dlers stirred up, and a comparison was 
made between the Second and the First 
Regiments, as far as their conduct In 
cump Is concerned. The reason for the 
difference was explained by this offi¬ 
cer, who said. 

"The First Regiment comes from 
Louisville, where they have lived for 
several years or all their lives, and 
they arc accustomed to a city and city 
life. They have plenty of saloons and 
ratoon* are no novelty to them. They 
have plenty of things to entertain them, 
and when they come to a place like 
Frankfort it seems slow to them and 
Is small by comparison. The smaller 
city ha* nothing novel or new* to offer, 
so the men of the regiment spend their 
time In camp, that and shooting being 
more of a novelty and therefore raoro 
attractive to them.

Men From Smaller Town*. 


£ince early boyhood U had been the 
ambition of Charlie Cumberland to 
learn to play the game of golf. Ills 
opportunity came last Thursday after¬ 
noon. After much persuasion, he final¬ 
ly consented t<9 tell what he thought of 
the game and to relate his oxperleucfs 
of hi* first time upon the links. He had 
this to say: 

"Acfomponled by E. B. Tinsley, 
knowrt a* ihe smile of the Audubon 
Golf Club (most everyone has a nick¬ 
name on the links). I took the Inter- 
urban car at Fourth avenuo and Jef¬ 
ferson street On the some car we dis¬ 
covered Samuel Wilhite, president of 
the Cherokee Golf Club. While tht 
chief executive of the Cherokee club 
thinks his greens are Just about the 
best In the country, he occasionally vis¬ 
it* other link* for the purpose of keep¬ 
ing in the practice of making difficult 
from tall grass, ruts, roots of 
trees, midstream and other harards 
natural or otherwise, which they ‘don't’ 
have at Cherokee. 

•'After I had donned my golf regaliA 
and Tinsley had selected his favorite 
clubs wo sauntered over to the first 
tee. A more suitable spot for a golf 
course could hardly have been found. 
Easy of accesa. it tan be reached from 
any part of the city within a short 
time. It is one of the most picturesque 
spots about Louisville. 

‘•Several players had arrived ahead 
of us. All of the old golfers Insisted, 
with a grin upon their faces, that I 
drive the ball first. Then I seised a 
handful of sand, placed the ball In po¬ 
sition nnd made preparations for a sen¬ 
sational drive. The first time 1 missed 
the white sphen* by six Inches. Next 
time the club swung three Inches 
closer. Behind my back 1 fancied I 
heard Tinsley and White, the profes¬ 
sions!. and others making vain efforts 
to suppress laughter. It must have 
been this that caused me to hit the 
ball with the third attempt. My heart 
dropped nearly to my golf sho€*s, the 
humiliation of It all! My club had 
merely topped the ball and It lay upon 
the green twenty-five feet distant. The 
next time I’did better and really made 
a fair drive Thus encouraged I re¬ 
peated my second feat. By this time, 
however, Tinsley was putting for the 
first hole and dropped the ball In w ith 
his fjfth stroke. 1 made It In seventeen. 
• • • 

Ball Strikes Caddie. 

“On my thirteenth swing for the 
seventh hole the ball whs sent In the 
direction of my caddio with the velocity 
of a bullet. Fortunately for him, he 
turned just as I mAde the drive and 
the ball struck the leather hag Which 
he carried across his shoulder. After 
this the caddje kept a watchful eye 
upon me and’at a safe distance. He 
said he knew which way I was going 
to send the’; ball. 

Although the ball had been recov¬ 
ered many times from unnatural haz¬ 
ards. midstream and crawfish holes, 1 
didn't lose It until I was coming In. 
Maybe I wouldn't have lost It then if 
I hadn’t enjoyed the discomfort of some 
women players who were searching for 
lost balls. One of them w r as Mrs. Kath¬ 
erine Meehan, the expert golfer, of 
Montgomery, Ala. She Is visiting Mrs 
W. A Wathen, 1236 Garvin Place, and 
during her stay In Louisville is a dally 
visitor upon the llnka The women 


handsome trophies. Among those who 
have torn up the turf w-lth Mr Smith 
at the Louisville Golf Club is the Rev. 
Charles Ewell Cralk. The former Lou¬ 
isville golfer became a devout wor¬ 
shiper at the shrine upon his first visit 
to Scotland many years ago.

The grass-cutting machines are mak¬ 
ing a fine Job on the fair greens at 
the Cherokee Park golf links and It 
may bo the last cdt of the season.

One of the members of the club tells 
the following story: "During the elec¬ 
trical storm Thursday night the light¬ 
ning struck a grand old wdld cherry 
tree in front of the golf shelter house 
In Cherokee Park, splitting It from top 
to bottom. In th* middle of the tree 
was found a golf bull."

W. B Fleming, John H. Chandler 
and William F Vust are the most artis¬ 
tic golf ball chasers on the Cherokee 
links. They are seldom seen driving 
the ball, but always looking for 'em.

During the month of August 1.718 
golfers played on the Cherokee golf 
links, according to the figures of ("apt. 
Hunt, the superintendent. On Leinor 
day there were 111 players on the 
course. Tho tennis players at the park 
far exceeded the number of golf en¬ 
thusiasts for the same period. On the 
six courts 2.438 tennis players were 
registered.

Slice together a peck of tomatoes with¬ 
out peeling and six white onions. Boll 
together until reduced to a pulp. Rub 
through a fine strainer and return to the 
preserving kettle with a little bag of cel¬ 
ery seed, a tablet?poonful each of cloves, 
sugar, salt, mace and a saltspoonful ot 
paprika. Set at the side of the range and 
simmer for six hours, often stirring the 
mixture. Now take out the bag of celery 
seed and add a pint of vinegar. Boll up 
hard once more and take from the Ore. 
Pour Into bottlea and seal.

Green Tomato Pickles. 


"Com e and floe" was the subject of 
a sermon delivered yesterday morning 
at the Second Presbyterian church, 
Secoid street and Broadway, by the 
Rev. Egbert Watson Smith. He de¬ 
clared that the unbeliever could over¬ 
come Intellectual difficulties and skept¬ 
ical doubts by accepting Christ and 
"seeing for himself." 

"Someone asked Coleridge If he could 
prove thn truth of Christianity," said 
Dr. Smith. " 'Yes/ he replied, ‘try It.' 
This was the argument used by Philip 
with Nathanael when the latter said 
'Can any good thing come out of Nas- 
areth?* ‘Come and sc«*. do not take 
your evidence at sec ond hand, but corns 
and see for yourself; If Jesus by an¬ 
swering your questions and satisfying 
your longings, cannot convince you 
that He 1* Indeed .the Messiah, for 
whom we liavs lx?en waiting.' 

"There arc two kinds of evidence; 
that which rests upon the testimony of 
others and that which springs ffom 
personal experience. The most satis¬ 
factory test is that of actual personal 
trial, and by - this test Christianity 
longs to be tried. The Old Testament 
cries out. ‘O taste and see that the 
Lord In good.* Taste for yourself and 
see for yourself The New Testament 
rings out the In citation ‘Cotne and See • 
Come to Christ yourself and see for 
yourself. Tills I* a fair challenge. Why, 
then, do not men universally accept It? 
Why doc* not every man say: 'Well, 
at least I'll try Christ and find out for 
myself what kind of a friend and Mas¬ 
ter Ho is?‘ 

"Many a Ume U Is simple prejudice 
that keeps men away from Christ. 
Prejudice means forming an opinion 
before you have nny grounds for an 
opinion. A making up of your mind 
before ,ou have come and seen It is 
amazing on what lHtle things prejudice 
can build. Many years ago you read 
a book against Christianity. But did 
you take the trouble to read the an¬ 
swer to H? Because- you knew it cer¬ 
tain preaoher went to the bad. because 
you found a backsliding Peter and n 
black-hearted Judas among the pro¬ 
fessed disciples of Christ, therefore you 
will not consider Christianity seriously 
any longer. This is but a sample of 
the kind of prejudice that keeps multi¬ 
tudes of people from Christ. What 
Nathanael knew of Christ was that he 
came from the town of Nazareth. At 
onoe he formed an opinion of Him. He 
could not be great or good and come 
from such a place.

The atonement 1* a great 
mystery to me and 1 have doubts about 
the Deity of Christ. FV*r these reason* 

1 cannot mart out to follow Christ. I 
wish I could ‘ 

‘To all this I reply, nnd the Bible re¬ 
plies, that not one nor all of these thing* 
need keep you from an Immediate fol¬ 
lowing of Jesus ('hrtst. The notion 
that these doctrinal difficulties have to 
be soltled before we can mart out to 
follow' Christ I* contrary to both Scrip¬ 
ture and common sense. How was It 
with the apostle* themselves? When 
Christ said to Peter, and Jarne* and 
John and Matthew. 'Follow Me/ they 
accepted Him a* the best they knew 
the worthiest to lea.! and teach them. 
They left a|l and started out to follnftv 
Him. Were they full-fledged theolog¬ 
ians. masters of doctrine and able to 
solve mystery? Not at all. They were 
neither, scholars nor genuine*. They 
were simply open-minded men. As to 
the Inspiration of the Bible, they might 
have doubted and differed among 
themselves. 

"Matthew might have thought the 
book of Jonah a parable. John might 
have thought It history. Their views 
of the atonement must have been 
vogue to the lust for not one 

of them expected Christ to die for 
human sin. And. a* to the Divinity 
of Christ, they had no conception ot 
that when they began to follow Hlnv 
It dawned upon them gradually ns thfy 
followed along after Him. Peter had 
been following Him twenty months be¬ 
fore he made his girat confession, 
'Thou art the Chlrst, tho Ron of the 
living God.* To at least one of the 
apostle* this great fact did not be¬ 
come clear until after Christ’s resur¬ 
rection. Vet they were genuine dis¬ 
ciples long before they became well- 
informed theologians. 

"During the first two years of their 
dlsclpleshlp tbelr feeling toward Christ 
was probably about this: *lf Jesu*-, 
Christ Is a man and only a man. I 
say that of all mankind 1 will cleave, 
to Him, and to Him will I cleave al¬ 
ways.’ 

" 'If Jesus Christ Is a God and the 
one true God. I swear I will follow' 
Him through all the earth, the sea, the 
sky nnd the air.* 

"So. 1 say. doctrinal doubts and diffi¬ 
culties need not keep you from start¬ 
ing out at once to follow Christ as 
your Lord and leader. It I* as you 
follow- Him that the light will brighten 
and the darknc** lift. His own pmmlse 
Is "He that followeth M*» shall not 
walk In darkness, but shat! have the 
light of life.'

Reason Follows Experience. 

"But I hear another man say, ‘It 
seems to me your demand Is unreason¬ 
able. You want me to/staft out to fol¬ 
low' Christ while ther*» ar* so many 
things about His peroun and teaching 
that need explanation and demonstra¬ 
tion. Now It seems to mo that reason 
ought to go first, exploring the Chris¬ 
tian pathway and clearing up all the 
difficulties. In other word*, reakon 
should go first and experience should 
follow after/ Well that sounds pleaus- 
Ible Yet. us a matter of-fact, reason 
can hardly over walk In ttny region 
through which experience has not trav¬ 
eled. Take such a simple t»ath u* that 
w hich lead* from the Ice to water, or i 
from water to steam. So man that 
God ever made 4 <»uld reason hi* way 
from ct lump of ice to a cup ot water 
until experience had pointed out the 
way. Nor could any man reason his 
way from o cup of water to a cloud 
of steam until experience had gone be¬ 
fore him. 

"It Is easy to see that a thought In 
my mind leads at one* to the move¬ 
ment of my hand. Rut th_* path from 
mind to matter, reoson never could 
have traveled had not experience led 
the way. If we had waited for reason 
to go first we never should h&vfe moved i 
a muscle. So Ihe Bible bids us put 
experience Aral in religion. 

"Now. my friend, why do you not 
try this Saviour for yourself? He says 
to you come and sec. Sec for yourself 
what I do for you. Millions of the 
best people In (he world testify that 
they have come to Christ and found 
him the beM friend and helper. Why 
do not you try hlw7 ,, 


Washington Sept. 12.—In official cir¬ 
cles here more than ordinary Interest 
Is excited over tho Investigations In 
New York into the . alleged illegal 
operations of some of tho transatlantic 
steamship lines, espurtally the Holland- 
Anu-rlka line.

That proceeding wa» brought by the 
Cosmopolitan Shipping Company of 
Philadelphia against the Hamburg- 
American Packet Company and other 
tran*-Atlantic steamship lines, it Is 
alleged that tho ocean lines named had 
entered into an agreement with Ameri¬ 
can railroads byl which the bulk of 
European freight sent to this country 
was handled by the steamship compa¬ 
nies In the pool to the detriment of ihe 
Cosmopolitan company, which also 
operate* a line oi trans-Atlantic 
steamers.

‘The road 1# already In practical Op¬ 
eration. Only a small pm-t 1* to b© 
finished, and train* carrying freight 
and passenger* are already speeding 
over the rail*. The road 1* b©lng well 
advertised, and not a few tourists have 
already visited the country and have 
been highly impressed. 

'The possibilities which th© railroad 
ha* brought to light ar© unlimited. 
The country which It taps contains un¬ 
told wealth, and th© engineers say that 
It ha* never been scratched.' In the 
soli ar© minerals of every sort, and 
Mexico’s gold mine? are famous. Fruit 
grow* in th© greatest abundance.

"The Mexican Government will bene¬ 
fit greatly by the road. Not only will 
It receive gnat dividend*, when It be¬ 
gin* to pay. ns It surely will, but It i* 
to recaive another form of reword for 
its* capital. Mum of Mexico I# only 
nominally under the control of the 
Government, a* a great part la atill 
wild. There ar© Indian tribe* and 
ofher# constantly rebelling. The rail¬ 
road will bring civilization, and on it 
th© Government can al#° get soldier* 
to th© district# of ©rebellion. 

"Much of th© credit for the work be¬ 
long* to a Kentuckian. Kpp* Randolph, 
of Lexington, who was placed in com¬ 
plete charge by Hurrlnuui. He had 
been working under Harriman for some 
tlm©. and ft Is u great compliment that 
he was hi* right-hand man when death 
cut the Wizard ofT. Mr. Randolph wag 
made president of the roada by Harri¬ 
man."

TELLS NAME TO A MASON. 


Lextngrton, Ky- Sept. 12.—(Special.) 
—Friend* in this city of Gov. J. C. S. 
Blackburn, of the Panama Canal Zone, 
have received word that he, accompa¬ 
nied by his wife and grand-daughecr. 
Mia# LueiJe La no, will anil from Pan¬ 
ama on September 30 for New York. 
He will proceed at once to Washington 
to confer with PrealdenrTaft, to whom 
be haa tendered his resignation, and 
wilt then comn to Kentucky. 

I> la believed here that Gov. Black- 
burn positively expects his r^lgnotlon 
to be accepted, and that when >e ar¬ 
rives in Kentucky he expects to fituke 
bis residence here for the remainder of 
bis life. 

It has long been the ardent wish of 
Gov. Blackburn to retire from * public 
life and make his home on the little 
f^rnt. near Spring Station, in Wood¬ 
ford ccunty. where his father lived, and 
be and all of his brothers und sisters 
were born and reared. 

Realization of Dream. 


This dream of his he now expects to 
real lye. His farm comprises about 130 
acres and on It stands the old Htsck- 
biLu homestead. Several years ago it 
pi:e*e«! from the ownership of tne 
Blackburn family and was bought by 
t*»e famous turfman and breeder of 
thoroughbreds, Frank B. Harper, and 
was added ot the great Xuntura stock 
farm. At the close of the Civil War. 
when Mr. Blackburn returned from the 
Confederate Army, he rented and lived 
on this farm until he was elected to the 
Legislature from Woodford county, 
Which was the beginning of u political 
career almost unequaled in the history 
of Kentucky. Gov. Blackburnfw&s the 
most Intimate personal friend of Mr. 
Harper, and at tho latter’s death, sev¬ 
eral fears ago. In his will he bequeathed 
the old Blackburn place to Miss Lucile 
Lane, grand-daughter of Gov. Black¬ 
burn. with the provision, however, that 
Gov. Blackburn should enjoy the entire 
use of it so long us he should live. This 
provision of his old friend Gov. Black¬ 
burn has long held In abeyance through 
the pressure of official duties, but he 
now expects to utilize It and spend the 
remainder of bis days on the little farm 
where his people had lived before him 
and where he was bom.

The first tobacco of this year's-crop 
to be brought here for sale consisted 
of tw;> loads, which were brought here 
yesterday One load belonged to 
George Strange, of Versailles, and the 
other came from rne farm of R. D. 
WakSon, on the Russell Cave pike. 
Both loads were small, weighing com¬ 
paratively little, ns the tobacco had 
been picked up from off the ground. 
Both loads were damp and was spread 
on the warehouse door to dry. While 
It was trashy. It had a good color gen¬ 
erally und contained sumo good Sample 
leaves.

Contract for Redrying Plant. 

W. L. Petty** Ca. of this city, let 
the contract yesterday to the Combs 
Lumber Company for the construction 
of a two*story brick redrying plant 
on Clair avenue. This la the latest 
addition to the tobacco warehouse dis¬ 
trict. and, when completed, will ho the 
largest redrying plant In this city, 
costing between $25,000 find $30,000. 
The building Is to he 80 feet wide by 
200 feet In length, and to be equipped 
with machinery which will have a ca¬ 
pacity of 200.000 pounds of tobacco 
dally. Work on the buiWing will he 
started on Monday morning, and Is to 
be finished In sixty days. The Petty 
company wil rrtovo Into their new 
house by the time»th«* sales open In 
this city, and will be active representa¬ 
tives of the Independent tobacco com¬ 
panies on the floors of the local ware¬ 
houses. No arrangement has yet been 
leached in regard to the sales at the 
seven warehouses for the coming sea¬ 
son. It is not thought that the buyers 
can take In all of the houses If single 
sales are rut> and It Is probable that 
two sets of buyers will como to this 
city and that double sales will be held.

ACHIEVE MORAL FAME, SAYS DR. POWELL 

l -- 

Pastor of First Christian Church Delivers Powerful Ser- 
' mon On “The North Pole As a Spiritual Symbol" 


The Rev. Dr. E. L. Powell delivered a 
•ermon at the First Christian church 
last night on “The North Pole a* a 
Spiritual Symbol.'* Dr. Powell said In 
full: 

I read a* our text, or rather a* the 
motto for the evening's remark*, the sev¬ 
enth verse of the twenty-sixth chapter 
of the Book of Job; “He atretcheth out 
the north from the empty place and hnrtg- 
elh tlie earth upon nothing/’ 

1 have no atartlint? or sensational mes¬ 
sage to bring to you, awd yet the recent 
discovery of the North Pole h** given 
favorable opportunity to apply a marvel¬ 
ous practical achievement to spiritual 
use*. Accepting «a u fact the discovery 
of the North Pole, It is unquestionably 
the most spectacular achievement In ail 
the annals of time, other dlicoverle*— 
in chemistry, in medicine. Tn physiology. 
In astronomy, in mechanics—have awak¬ 
ened the Interest of a limited circle, but 
this discovery has made the whole world 
Immediately to wonder. It has fairly 
taken the breath, for a moment, of hu¬ 
manity. It stunds out unequaled and un¬ 
paralleled. It makes a marvelous appeal 
to ths imagination Here ore two men 
who, after years of heroic struggle and 
endeavor, have planted the flog of the 
nation on the top of fhs world. We are 
told that this territory, known as She 
North Pole. Is a waste of Ice and water. 
Su.uoo mile* square Here all msrldlnns 
meet Hero longitude reaches its maxi¬ 
mum. Here latitude ceases llert^ aii 
directions are south, and hero one hah 
but to take a step in order to jpass from 
one side of the world to the other. 

That which Interests me in this Won¬ 
derful discovery Is what It stands for let 
higher terms titan mere mental and phys¬ 
ical effort. In the first place, the North 
Pole has for ages served a* an Illustra¬ 
tion of the fascination of the unknown. 
Man has boen driven to all of his great¬ 
est achievements under the Inspiration of 
his intense passion to know. It matters 
not whether the tiling to be known Is 
serviceable to humanity or otherwise, he 
has crossed seas and climbed mountains 
and given both soul and strength to the 
evarlastlng quest. It does seem that w© 
ought to honor more the ministry of 
mystery. We cannot understand the 
mystery of the dawn as It brightens Into 
the day or the mystery of life as it flows 
through trunk and branches and blossom* 
forth in foliage We cannot understand 
the origin of life, we cannot understand, 
save as we use technical term# to con¬ 
ceal our ignorance, electricity, yet there 
Is nothing In heaven above nor In the 
earth beneath Hint mnn Is not entitled 
to know, if it can known. I believe 
that the church has made at mistake in 
fencing off. as it were, certain great 
questions and forbidding Investigation In 
regard to* these questions on the ground 
that they belong to the province of fulth 
, It Is true that there arc certain great, 
vital and fundamental quasi ions that we 
shall receive good from only as faith ap¬ 
propriates them, but It Is equally true 
that if man can find out as the result of 
investigation the truth about anything, it 
is his unquestioned right and privilege to 
find it out. Utie thinks of the marvelous 
progress of the world. The Pillar© of Her¬ 
cules are now commonplace. Wo do not 
write ue plus ultra any plno* fn the uni¬ 
verse. W herever 'there Is so much a* n 
crack through which It is possible for-us 
to look, so inquisitive is the human mind 
that the look Is Immediately, gtveft*. Wo 
ara seeking to find out. If lj/cun be done 
by science, that which lies beyond the 
North Star. For ray part* 1 sec nothing 
of censure to bo pronounced upon such 
investigation. If psyehlcdl research ran 
demonstrate immortality—I do not bellev* 
It will—by ail means let us have the dem¬ 
onstration.

Honor Seekers of Knowledge. 


As science shall be enabled to give It to 
us I believe that a greater than Peary 
and Cook haa brought us news from a 
land far away, giving to us knowledge a* 
respects the reality of that land, but if 
It is possible on this side, with tho mar¬ 
velous passion for knowledge, to secure 
scientific demonstration of Immortality. 
th**n why should there bo pronounced any 
censure upon the men who arc making 
tho effort? All honor to those adven¬ 
turous spirits who have narrowed the 
realm of the unknown, who have caused 
that which ha* hitherto rested In shadow 
to stand forth with distinctness snd clear¬ 
ness! All honor to the men who have 
laid hare continents, and who have given 
to the world knowledge of the elements of 
nature which could be put to a«r viewable 
use In the physical and moral progress of 
the world! 

If there shall come In this century, or 
In a remote century, one who can demon¬ 
strate to us the reality of ths IKo beyond 
so far as ths preservation of personal 
Identity la concerned, he will have accom¬ 
plished something in comparison with 
which the discovery of the North Pole will 
bo Infinitesimal and absolutely Insignifi¬ 
cant beyond compare. 

We are made tu know. I do not believe 
that God resents the Investigation of the 
mind of man as respects His own exist 
cnee. I do not believe that the God Who 
crrtnted this inquisitiveness of the lighten 
soul resents the investigation of the hu¬ 
man mind In any realm of anywhere. 
If anything is too sacred to be known, it 
Is too snered to be used save as faith in 
suck a matter shall be made synonomotts 
with knowledge for practical ends 

That which appeals to me furrlier in con¬ 
nection with this discovery of the North 
Pole is the splendid Joy of achieving that 
which is difficult l do ndt believe there 
la any joy comparable to having accom¬ 
plished something really difficult, some¬ 
thing that appeals to the hAplc in man. 
If one InviteN us to take a Jaehtlng ex¬ 
pedition we shall find pleasure In the sail. 
If one invites ua to undertake a herolo 
enterprise, we shall know what it is to 
have the blood tingle. 

The more difficult a task Is. the more 
Joy there Is in the final achievement Tho 


cur** some end which be believe* to be 
worth white. The explanation of the 
power of the Cross or Jesus Christ is 
round there ! do not mean that Its re¬ 
demptive power u* In any wise to be min¬ 
imised. but I believe the Cross makes its 
tremendous appeal to the world bv vir¬ 
tue of the fact that it calls forth the 
heroic In man. 

A Christianity of long-drawn aisles and 
dim religious lights, a Christianity that 
summons man to the drawing-room for 
mere pleasure and entertainment may 
have Its exclusive coterie, but if the 
brawn and the brain find the heart and 
the conscience and the love of the world 
are to be entlsted. if under the banner of 
Christ the real manhood of immunity Is 
to be enlisted, then let the Cross be lifted 
high. Inviting men to ©spouse a cause thut 
caH« for blood and suffering, even for 
deSth Itself. The highest achievement 
registered In the history of the church 
Vha* been registered In those age* that de¬ 
mand suffering, and the most magnificent 
da of Christianity Is to be

dav* of martyrdom, days of the stake, 
days of the thumb-screw and rack. We 
have made out religion so wedded to per¬ 
fume and color and light that we have 
forgotten how to develop’the thewrof the 
A hakim.

Orsnd Story of Heroism. 


What a magnificent story of.heroism 
is the story of the quest of the North 
Pole? How these men Jmve welcomed 
cold and donger and starvation for the 
mere Joy and excitement of the attain¬ 
ment of an end seemingly impossible of 
attainment. 

It la the pathos of progress. The world 
has stone forward b> ways of Oeth- 
eemanes and Calvaries and by way of 
martyrdoms and stakes. This old human¬ 
ity of ours. intofar as it has advanced at 
all, has left the track of blood all along 
the pathway of its progress. One thing 
Is evident. These two men. whom all the 
w*orld honors, are magnificent example* of 
heroism. 

I am further Impressed, as 1 thinii of 
the North Pole, in the light of the min¬ 
istry of the sentimental as compared with 
the useful. Whnt has been found? Noth¬ 
ing. save a waste of Ice. What good has 
Im i ii wrought by th- discovery? It de¬ 
pends altogether upon what you mean bv 
the word “good.** One Jlting has b*en 
accomplished The pride of toe achleve- 
,* n the name of our 

country. Two Americans have dons this 
thing. That Is something. 

Friends, this age is not prosaic. Despite 
the fact that wa are deafened by the 
whirr and clatter of machinery, despite 
the fact that we have commonplace duties 
to perform day by day. which absorb all 
of our interests and attention, the very re- 
spouse that has been mude to this 
achievement shows that we are not com¬ 
monplace. It is something to he patriotic. 
It la something to honor daring It ts 
something to put a crown upon the brow 
of courage It Is something to feci within 
u* splendid Joy with other* who have 
wrought splendidly in some splendid cn-

Drprlse. From a mere utilitarian stand¬ 
point nothing lias been accomplished. But 
from the standpoint of patriotic pride, an J 
the adding ot something to the realm of 
knowledge, much has been achieved, li 
these men shall have dons so apleOdlaly 
and heroically to accur*! something which 
from a mere utilitarian standpoint seems 
hardly worth while, surely w« can get this

The quest of the Holy Grail Is Infinitely 
mor«- worth while than the quest of the 
North Pol*-—to find out goodness In your 
otvn experience, to uttaln unto that spir¬ 
itual thing which shall bring to you Joy 
and pca*<* and inspiration. But even that 
is associated with self-smogifice and with 
the very highest endeavor. Knighthood, 
chivalry are associated with thu quest of 
tile Holy Grail. 

But I am led now to speak of the grand¬ 
eur of human nature on the one hand, 
and the littleness of human nature on 
the other Itand. ns illustrated in this dis¬ 
cover)* of the North Pole. There Is some- 
.tiling sublime tn the wrestling of uu»n 
with nature. I remember being thrilled 
by thg wonderful story of Victor Hugo, 

‘ Tollers of (he Sea.” Hugo sets for his 
h**rc» a seemingly impossible task, the get¬ 
ting down from the rocks of a slllp which 
Ihe mighty waves had left stranded there. 
What a heroic struggle It is. how all that 
Is mental and ull that is muscular are 
brought into requisition, and how* after 
day* of starving and freezing nnd suffer¬ 
ing indescribable the great deed la dune. 
Wc» find ourselves thrilled In evsry ntrvb! 

That represents something of the strug¬ 
gle of map with nature all through the 
centuries. Mere physical prowess I* l»v 
significant a* set over against mountains 
and tidal waves, and yet the mountains 
have been conquered by man nnd the 
winds and the wnvea have become his 
obedient servant*. The elements of na-, 
tun* have bsen harnessed and driven wtttr 
a steady hand. By exploration and by dls. 
covery he has exemplifying the pow. 
era of tho human mind.

Peary Lacks Moral Greatness. 


The greatness of man Is recognised not 
In muscular achievement, but In the 
mighty mental achievements associated 
with even the greatest paysScsl enter¬ 
prises. There you have the grandeur of 
man as interpreted in term* of mind 
rattier than in terms of mere physical 
prowess and physical endurance. I euy 
nothing of tils rewl grandeur as being 
found in ths fact that he is made In the 
Image of God, that nis oepiraiton tor God 
is a greater proof of his real dignity than 
any physical achievement. 

But over against that ts the tlttlsneas of 
human nature. Given greatness absolute 
and yet how little under s given set of 
circumstance*: I do not propose to dis¬ 
cuss certainly, for the facts arc not be¬ 
fore us, the claims of Mr Peary and Dr. 
Cook a* to primacy In the discover)' of 
the North Pole. The question Is not ono 
of achievement. We believe both mon 
have achieved The question is not one 
of glory. We heller* that both men 
ought to he laurel-crowned It Is a ques¬ 
tion of primacy in achievement—who gut 
there first. For my own part, I believe 
l)r. Cook. But what an opportunity to 
this splendid man F*wary. Instead of re¬ 
sentment. If he could only have risen to 
magnificent moral hfitght, that magna¬ 
nimous attitude of accepting facts that 
meant the very Irony of fat* for hlmaelf. 
ho would havo come forth the greater of 
the two mi n. Insofar a* moral greatness 
is higher than any physical achievement. 

What will a man do in the hour of suc¬ 
cess—brilliant success? That really de¬ 
termines greatnces or the littleness of 
man. Another has anticipated the discov¬ 
er)- of the North Pole. Can Capt Peary 
accept the fact' with a smile? 1 kiy>w 
that it Is to make a great demand of 
human nature, railing to mind the fact 
that this man for twenty years ha* been 
giving hia life to this one pursuit. Calling 
to mind the contributions Jhat he has 
made to «rience. calling to mTnd all of his 
splendid and magnificent achievements, ft 
seems almost too much to ask thai he 
should surrender the coveted prize even 
so far as primney |* concern*«l after he 
felt absolutely sure glint h!s was the first 
voice that was ever heard In that soli¬ 
tude. that his was the first step ever 
planted upon that aaate-^l say tc seems 
too much to ask; vet if he eould only 
have wattrd until the fact* w*ere laid be¬ 
fore he pronounced censure, tf he could 
only have said “I am willing to grant 
to another primacy in the attainment of 
that which 1 so much covet,” he would 
have occupied a place on the stage of the 
world atten as can only be accorded to 
aaints. 

I believe that the man that could have 
done that under these circumstances 
would be worthy of the canonisation of 
any church. We feel a kii\ of grief In 
the presence of caJamUySvhlch facts 
have brought upon Mr. Peary. We cannot 
get away from the fads of the world. We 
might a* well accept th«»m. whether they 
harmonize with our desires and wlshe* or 
whether they contrq\<ene those detires and 
wlahe*. If we can only accept them, if 
we can only attain d!d mag¬ 


nanimity wo «have achieved' unto grea 
ness.

Those Who Have Failed. 


But, ip conclusion, I destre to speak a 
word relative to the heroes who have not 
attained. Then* are men not in the lime¬ 
light of the world, men and women, who 
belong to the gr**at company of the enor¬ 
mous. who are heroes, as great as Deary 
or Cook, whom the world counts ife fail¬ 
ures. insofar as visible results are con¬ 
cerned. But that which has given to them 
thu appreciation of those who have know 
than* if the spirit that has dared, the 
spirit that has dared In the face of dls- 
rnuragement and benrtache* and heart¬ 
breaks. There Is, a beautiful poem, dha 
author I don't knew, which bring* out the 
thought which I have In mind moat beau¬ 
tifully; 

“While the voice of tho world shouts Ita 
chorus, 

Its paeans for those who have won. 
While the triumph Is sounding triumphant 
And high to the br«*eze and sun. 

Gay banners are waving, hands clapping 
and hurrying feet ^ 

Thronging after the laurel-crowned vic¬ 
tors 

I stand on the field of defeat. 

In ihe shadow ’mongst those who are 
fallen, wounded and dying. 

And there chant a requiem low.

H E ain't very big, but bo’s all 
hors©.'* * wai the remark H. 
Eugene Leigh made to the col-I 
’’ ored trainer. Ed Brown. bettor 
known at “Brown Dick,** an they flood 
together looking over a bulky-built year¬ 
ling colt at La Belle farm, near Lexington, 
in the summer of 1994. 

*1 lll^o him." continued Leigh. "because 
he la a small Bramble. You know 1 had 
a lot of luck with Roniblor. won flxty-one 
races all told with him. and ha was any¬ 
thing but a giant In star You take iMf 
colt, Dick, and we are In half and half 
on him. and if you find out he ain’t stake 
class we can have him gelded and make 
another Rambler out of him ! aoi sure 
he will bo os good as a hlgh-claae selling- 
plater .inywuy ** 

That was Brown Dick’s Introduction to 
the greatest racehorse he ever trained, as 
the amoil, bulky-built bay colt was Ben 
Brush, now one of the most celebrated of 
American thoroughbred stallions, the sire 
of both the first and second horses In tile 
l'Xh* Coney Island Futurity Stakes, the 
richest trophy of the running turf In this 
country 

Small In height. Ben Brush proved a 
giant on the turf In his rowing days, while 
his stud achievements havo put him In 
the front rank of sire* of America, either 
living or dotd The successful trainer, 
who so skillfully developed the lltlio bay 
colt that he saw his first sight of a decade 
and a half ago. did not/ltv© to hoar the 
tidings of Sweep’s Futurity victory, he 
dying In Louisville about two years ago. 
hut oil the lata days of hie life he Umgod 
to own a colt by ills old favorite, ne be 
always said Bon Brush “was sure to sire 
a hf.se that would tear up the racing 
world “ 

’Brown Dick” was a type of tho col¬ 
ored race of ante-bell urn tlmea. He was 
not of the school of Booker Washing ion. 
though ho could read and write. What he 
lacked In other knowledge he made up in 
the bualncao career h * laid chosen after 
being set free, as he surely knew a horse 
from Us no so to lu her!.*. In slavery 
days ho had been a roc * rider for R A. 
Alexander, and he node th*> unbeaten As¬ 
teroid in all his nurcs. Whan Alexander 
died and toe WoodtnJrn farm's racing sta¬ 
ble was broken up, “Brown Dick" outer. <1 
tho employ of Dan Htrlnrt and remained 
with him until Milton Voung (orrnod ids 
first powerful *Utf>ic in tho early eighties, 
when Young eoUl out to R. C. Pate, of 
later Mexican racing notoriety, tho colored 
trainer was Included In th£ deal, hut when 
Young returned to tho turf a season or 
two later “Brown Dh.T’ was back in 
charge of his airing borne of the gruil 
horses he trained In those days wwo 
Bancroft. Boatman, Ascender. Monogram. 
Editor. Beatitude, Bootjack, Troubadour 
sad Bankrupt, but nouo of them. in his 
opinion, were the equal of Ben Brush. 

• • • 

Leaving Young, when that afterward 
noted breeder quit the turf again, “Brown 
Dick'' Lmciuiio a free luiico and begun 
racing a string chiefly on hia own hook, 
and before Ben Brush ho was ludky iu 
getting both horses as Protection. Ropcr- 
ta, Ferrier and liaudroitu.*. At one time 
he wns bjr-Car the wealthiest colored race¬ 
horse trainer this country Las aver known, 
but In the lust years of his life he mot 
with h lot of reverses and at his death 
he was only comparatively well off. 

Once in training Ben Bruin made good 
Leigh’s high regard for him, and long be¬ 
fore the colt's 2 -y««y-oid racing campaign 
begun. 'Brown pick” had discovered that 
in ht^bai n he then had the bust racehorse 
he had ever trained. It was old man Ben. 
Jamin Brush, who for many years was 
superintendent of Lhc Sheepshoad Bay 
race track, over which Streep raced to his 
recent Futurity success, that the Bramble 
colt was named for. he being u warm 
friend of both Leigh and me colored 
trainer, and they vrer© unanimous In the 
selection of the cognomen for thtlr prom¬ 
ising youngster. 

Ben Brush was unbvat«*n as long as he* 
was a member of “Brown Dick s’^stable, 
but his victories were chiefly In the West 
os once he was taken East the colored 
trainer and his [mnscr, Leigh, sold him 
to M F. Dwyer. for llo.</oo. It was in 
the colors of the latter great plunger mat 
Ben Brush won the Kentucky Derby, loi- 
toni.i Derby, Clurk Stah< a and .his other 
brilliant victories ;t« a 3-yeu.r-old, but 
early In his 4-year-old form J. IC kncnc, 
his present ownar, bought him from 
Dwyer for f25.bou,| and Keene thus ow ned 
tho mighty horSe when ho won the 
Suburban ilsmlnfap lb 18&7. All told B» n 
Brush won on tho turf a total or twenty, 
fivo races and earned 147,30? in stakes and 
purses, n or© than any other son or dtrarn- 
ble earned in money winning* on U^e turf 
of his get. Clifford standing next wlta 
345.961 won. 

Bark in 1478 Bramble and Duke of Ms* 
genu fought their battles for tho 3-year- 
old supremacy In tho rich stages of the 
East Thu little horse defeated the son of 
Lexington once as a 2-year-old. but ^ u 
3-year-old Duke of Magenta proved the 
superior performer. Mu.ugh Bramble 
again defeated him at the latter age. only 
oilcc however, while"Xhc Lgrlliaru colt 
beat the little apti of Imp Bonnie Scot¬ 
land a number of times. As a 4-yeur-oid 
Duke of Magenta was taken to England 
by P Lori Hard, who purehosed hlui from 
the brother. George L. LorilDrd. and thus 
withdrawn from the field Bramble av.jpt 
the cup r*e»*s In 1ST9 as a 4-year-old, he 
being the king of tho turf. 

• • • 

Oldtlmon will recall, at the mention of 
Bramble’* name, how Dwyer Brothers 
sent tho son of Imp. Bonnie Scotland 
West to run In the Kentucky Stallion 
Stakes at I^oulsvllle fan the fall of i Six 
Tn© Western talent figurud lu* would be 
beaten sure, as Duke of Mugcnta hid with 
such regularity taken him Into cutnp In 
tin* En*; But when it canto to racing 
the big stake wax n farce, as Bramble 
won by over twenty lengths, playing hare 
and hound with his lug nchl trum start 
4 , finish. The Kentuckians at Ofite pro¬ 
nounced the beaten homes a worthless lot, 
but Dwyer Brother*, knowing what a 
high-class colt Urunmi© was. wisely 
bought Warfield, that ran second In the 
race, securing the son of War Dance fur 
a very modest price. To show how keen 
their Judgment was, U is only necessary 
to note that Warfield proved one of the 
best selling platers tho Brooklyn brothers 
ever owned, he winning during his turf 
career a total of forty*rrluc races. He 
was the cause of them nearly figuring in 
u big turf ecundal. however, owing to h* 
In and out running with Dan K , uwti 
by Bell, the fashionable tailor of Broad¬ 
way In those days. First Warfield would 
Win and then Dun K. would beat him 
hack, and so thu campaign waged all 
the better part of one year, upon a 
thorough Investigation of the racing of¬ 
ficials and a careful review or all thejr 
mess. It w*ns ascertained that five pound* 
difference It* weight would turn the »>■ do, 
*0 evenly matched, were tbs two gvldhigs. 
As a final result* both Dwyer Brothers 
and Bell were In every way exonerated

In perfect molded form all 
ov<e. no horse In America outlooks him 
however, and when his old owner, li 
Eug« no Leigh, visite d Kentucky Mast win¬ 
ter he spent on hour or moro inspecting 
his old champion, finld he:

France, moro commanding In app^arAnce 
titan M*o average American thoroughbred, 
but J don't think on his order I over saw 
there a moro perfect model than Ben 
Brush. I am not surprised that he was A 
very great racehorse, nor do I marvel at 
his aueccas oa n airc. He had every right 
to be a great performer and a brilliant 
stailLon in his stud da/s. 1 omy regret i 
have not got some high-class French bred 
marcs 7n Kentucky to persuade Mr. K« **ne 
to permit me to mate them to Ben Brush. ’ 
RosetUU*. tho dam AC Ben Brush, alsd 
produced AJvoua, that won tho Brooklyn 
Derby for “Pittsburg Phil ” She D a 
daughter of Reform, a son of imp. Leam¬ 
ington. Ben Brush'* granddxun. AibU. 
by Alum, was a winner, and also threw 
Azra, that won a Mmeatlonal Kentucky 
Derby for the LouUvtlio turfman, Ucorgu 
J. L »otf, he beating Ed Corrigan's Huron 
a hum for tliat claasle event. Then 
through Elastic. Bluo Ribbon a*nd Para¬ 
chute, Ben Brush traces to Heraldry, tho 
(ism of the famous Balloon, the only per¬ 
former that ever won a race meeting's 
whole programme. In her time the races 
being all hegt*. thr*t- In five, only one 
race waA given a day, and that reason 
the L* xtngton meeting v.ae of four days* 
duration, the programme being one, two, 
three and four-mile heats, all run on dif¬ 
ferent days. Balloon won every race, her 
owner being John M. Clay, the youngest 
son of the “Great Commoner” He was 
the Clay who when he nad a falling put 
with a neighbor onca, on meeting tho lat¬ 
ter coming home from town, addressed 
him thue: "Look Uero. you and 1 have 
traveled this rood for years, and many 
times hav*» wu halted to chat pleasantly 
together, but you ain’t treated mo right, 
ami I now tell you we can’t five on the 
rnmo road no longer, and I want to im¬ 
press on your mind thq fact that I don’t 
propoau to move." The story goo a that 
Clay'a neighbor moved ito another cmmty 
the following day. ft la said he had seen 
Clay with a rtfla shooting the brads of 
sparrows off that were perched on high 
telegraph wlrea on the road early the 
next morning. Clay wna not a feudlsL 
He was always In the open, but, had man 
as ho might no styled, to hln superb stud 
of mare* In those tlmea trore many of 
the greatest performers of the turf of to¬ 
day. Ben Brush is one of such turf stars, 
and his success will long keep green the 
Marla We»t family in breeding and racing 
annals.

A RE SouLhem (raining trips good or 
bad Investments for the many 
dubs which make an annual visit 
to DtxlaV. 

Ths much-mooted question has been dis¬ 
cussed % from every angle- for years by 
fan* ind clubowners. Strong arguments 
have been advanped by both sides. 

Several club owner* have tried the plan 
of training in the North with poor suc- 
ce*», and on several occasions, after a 
week or two of bad weather, have shifted 
with all haste to some camp In the South. 
Th* fact that the team* continue to go 
South I* tho best proof in the world that 
tha men behind the gun regard the spring 
training trip as a profitable investment, 
both artistically nnd financially. 

No doubt to tho aversgo fan it seems 
quite an item of expense Jor a club to 
•end thirty or forty men ^outh for six 
weeks to get In shapo for the coming sea¬ 
son at the okpenee of the club. The play¬ 
ers always travel on the best trains, stay 
at the best hotels and get every attention 
possible. Each spring even* major league 
dub must spend something like 96.009 on 
the preliminary work. 

Sometime* th Q weather conditions In the 
South are nut any too favorably and oth¬ 
er times the various club* run Into ail 
kinds of tough luck oq, their way North. 
Exhibition games that had beeij arranged 
for during the winter must be postponed 
on account of weather or ground condi¬ 
tion*, and many chances furv lost to get 
back some of tho money spent. 

Whon training (rips were first Inaugur¬ 
ated T oars ago the coining of a major 
laague club Xo li© South WOS an ©vent of 
much Importance Tho arrival of th© big 
league aura were anxiously «waited, ami 
during their stay they wore much of tho 
•svhok' show. The exhibition game* would 
always draw big crowds, and often quite 
a little money would be made In this way. 
Th* oomuift of the star* t* no longer a 
matter of *0 much importance !n Dixie; 
It is regard©^ as a commonplace affair, 
and no longer do the teams draw such big 
crowd*.

Everybody Wants Dope. 

While In a fmv rrspect* the pilgrimage* 
to the Sou h may not attract as much 
attention os In former days. In other way* 
It la of far more Importance. 

Of lat*» year* tho game ha* been making 
such rapid strides in every way the fan* 
and scribe* at home arc pa>ing lots more 
attention to the doings in the spring iruln- 
lug enmps. It Is in this one respect that 
the club reap* a big revenue un It* Invest¬ 
ment. 

Practically every major league team 
that giM-s South nowadays takes .any¬ 
where from four to six correspondent*, u* 
welt ss several photographers, to pqpcll 
mid picture the doings of thu different 
teams whit© In the South. 

After a long winter In which th*. funs 
hav© lived nn \prwn and near view* of 
what would happen during thu approach¬ 
ing season they wolotyne some real new* 
about th© players and the propped* at 
•ecu from the field of battle. Baseball I* 
one sport that live* the year around The 
rkrt> owners realize this and are. always 
alert to any measure tnat will help per¬ 
petuate tho game. 

For five or six week prior to thu o|w»ning* 
of the season the fan* devour with relish 
all the dope that Is served up (>» them by 
the staff corre* purulent*. Tin* opinion* of 
the writers un all subjects are con*lder©d. 
and many a hmtid argument U caused 
by romf of the stuff sent from the South. 

It j* also a tluo when the fan* may 
read about the bush league phenoms. Dur¬ 
ing tho training trip ouch year every club 
appear* lo hav© several who are bound to 
set the league on fir*. Sometimes they 
make good and five up to even the strung- 


••t advance notices, but generally they 
are put out before they even get a chance 
to start any conflagration In fits major*. 

The scribes realise that tho fans la their 
home town arc familiar with all tha good 
and bad qualities of the veterans, and 
they alway* street th© youngster* as fit 
subjects for stories of all kinds. 8oma of 
them art* real truth, others are nearer 
fiction. 

Th© height, th© weight, the peculiarities. 
In fuel, everything about the youngsters 
that might be of inte rest Is disned up for 
tho fen's consideration. For four or fiv© 
weeks the new recruit has the spotlight 
continually playxsl on him. Often It’s the 
only chance he will ever get. or at lost 
get for a time. If hu is sent back to lit© 
miners, wtitrh Is often the he usu¬ 

ally ha* a hard ttme breaking Into fast 
company again. If he la kepi it's usually 
for duty on tha bench, and It’s mighty 
hard to show ability *ir break Into yrlnt 
when all you have to do is sit around, 
look wise, and try to be useful

J ma ACK JOHNSON atm Is heavyweight 
champion pugilist of the world. The 
crown which he won wl.cn ll* lick¬ 
ed T. Burns still adorns hls ebony 
brow, for A1 Kauffmann failed to oven 
shake it when he tried Thursduy after¬ 
noon In the ten-round mlxup at San 
Franciaoo. This fight, which everybody 
was willing to concede was lb© first real 
om and Lhc toughest Johnson has at¬ 
tempted since he won the title, wasn't 
much of a fight—It was a walkover 
The wise fish In th© hui of pugilism 
wore not surprised that th© colured man 
from Galveston should beat Kauffmann 
In t©n rounds, said they wouldn't have 
been Jolted Into dreamland, or anything 
like that, even had Johnoon scored a 
knockout on the “native son.” But they' 
figured the fight along line* which would 
have given Ai a creditable shotting lu 
case tn© contest went far enough for 
the men to hear the final gong 
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Victory An Easy One. 


The reel surprise of the meeting came 
In Ur ©as© with which the champion 
handled the Califprtflun It was the hard¬ 
est kind of work for Kauffmann to lay 
a glove an Johnson, and th© blows he 
did laud almost oould be counted on the 
fingers ot one hand. The steam behind 
them did not seem to be sufficient to even 
bother Jack. 

Before the two men got Into the ring 
there were a few. and a select few. who 
believed (here was a chance for Kwiff- 
tnunn to Mck the negro. They thought he 
might hang over a wallop that would 
send Jack to the land of Nod.

But beyond this Is the fact 
that Mr. Harriman had In course of de¬ 
velopment a number of exceedingly 
ambitious plans for the extension of 
hU railroad Influence. These will prob¬ 
ably not now bo consummated on any¬ 
thing like tho same basis he had In 
mind. Among those plans may be 
mentioned his proposed acquisition of 
the Vanderbilt holdings of the New 
York Central, by which th© Harriman 
system wms to bo converted Into a 
transcontinental one.

Steel Rail Market Active. 


Alabama-made steel and steel rail 
Is still in favor and there are new 
orders being reported every week. It 
Is stated on tho best of authority that 
the Tennessee Coal. Iron and Rail¬ 
road Company will be called upon to 
work their steel plant at Ensley. near 
Birmingham, through th© next nine 
months to care for the business that is 
already on hand or in sight and that 
It Is not Improbable that it will be 
necessary shortly to increase the out¬ 
put as much as possible. There Is yet 
capacity for a larger number of men, 
but no efTort has been made to pro¬ 
duct* mpro steel and steel rati than is 
needed Immediately, th© orders being 
kept up with steadily. A large quantity 
of labor from forel/n countries Is en 
route to this district and tho same 
will be employed right along. 


Dry Goods Review. 

New York. Sept. 12 —Th© cotton goods 
and cotton yarn markets are firm, but a 
moderate amount of Inquiry Is reported. 
More business could be put through If 
mills would accept buyers* views on val- 
uea. which are based on 11-cent cotton. 
Sellers are now being forced to work to 
higher level of prices in consequence 
of the sustained price of the raw material 
and because mills are gradually using 
th©lr low-priced cotton and ar« selling 
their warehoused stocks. Jobbers have 
done a fair fall trade, but they have 
goods enough to go on v*ith for some time 
and are not reordering Jr. any large way.

A settlement of the strike between 
the MA©t«r Barbers and the Journey¬ 
men Barber*' Union I* in sight, aa the 
arbitration committee of the two fac¬ 
tions wUl meet this morning at 
Lchneirs barbi r shop, Fourth and Jef- 
ferw*n street*. It I* the prevailing 
opinion that tho settlement will be in 
the nature of a compromise. 

The union demands! f>0 per cent, of 
the gross receipts, a $12 guarantee and 
working hours from 7:30 o’clock In the 
morning to 7:30 o'clock at night. Tho 
bosses are now willing to divide the 
city In two districts, one taking In the 
outskirts and the other the control 
part of the city, extending from Six¬ 
teenth to Brook streets, ami from Ken¬ 
tucky street to the riv**r. In the center 
they are willing to give the strikers 
67 H per cent, if the price of shaves 
haircuts arc raised to 15 and 30 
cents, respectively. They will, give 
them fin per cent, on the outskirts and 
are willing for the prices to remain the 
Mmc there. In both agreements they 
will give thorn the $12 guarantee and 
have the twelve-hour day. 

A meeting of tho bosses was held 
yesterday morning at Cook's barber 
shop and an effort was made to get the 
two committees together, but it was 
found that all of the union’s commit¬ 
tee could not lie located and the meet¬ 
ing wo* postponed until this morning. 
The bosses seem confident that the 
Journeymen will agree to the terms of¬ 
fered and will he hack at work to-day.

Jefferson S. Conner. 87 years old. one 
of the best*known citizens of New Al¬ 
bany. and also having a large acquaint¬ 
anceship In bualnesH circles in Louis¬ 
ville, died at his home on the Sliver 
Hills near that city late yesterday aft¬ 
ernoon after an Illness of six weeks 
with typhoid fever.
